THE GOOD WORK’ BEGUN 


ALLAN OAMPBELL NOMINATED 
FOR MAYOR. 

THE FIRST MEETING OF THE CITIZENS’ COM- 
MITTEE OF FIFTY—MR. CAMPBELL’S 
NAME RECEIVED WITH APPLAUSE—THE 
TICKET TO BE COMPLETED TO-DAY. 

The citizens’ movement took a long step 
forward yesterday. Allan Campbell was 
nominated for Mayor of the City, and prep- 
arations were made to complete the Munici- 
pal ticket to-day. The names of many 
good men, whose hands are clean, 
who have never figured in machine politics, 
have been suggested as available for the ticket, 
and at the conference meetings to be held by 
the active promoters of the citizens’ move- 
ment to-day it will be found far from diffieult 

to complete the nominations, and that in a 

way that shall be thoroughly satisfactory to 


additional citizens of prominence and infiu- 


pnee.

Mr. Joseph H. Choate presided at yester- 
day’s meeting. Upon taking the chair he 
expressed not merely his already well-known 
sympathy with the movement begun by the 


citizens of New-York for Municipal reform, but 
he declared as well the special necessity 
for pressing this movement earnestly, and he 
Was impressed with the belief that a thorough 
canvass for a ticket composed of worthy can- 
didates would astound the public by the meas- 
ure of its success. These sentiments were 
heartily applauded, and it was determined to 
proceed forthwith to the nomination of a can- 
didate for Mayor. 


Mr. E. Randolph Robinson spoke as follows: 


“I suppose we are here to transact business and 
not to make objections, orto raise any difficulties, 
or to give long explanations to the pub- 
lic why it is impossible to do anything 
to reform the Government of the City of New-York. 
What has been said in that direction bas been 
said by gentlemen who are not of our way of 
thinking. They have given their reasons in full 
for valiantly doing nothing. We are here to do 
something, and the something which weare hereto 
fois to putin nomination a County ticket which, 
loubtless, will not commend itself to the trad- 
Ing politicians on either side, but which, whetherit 
foes so or not, we trust will, at all events, receive 
the approval, without restriction or qualification 
as to the names which are on it, of the great busi- 
ness interests 
professional of the City of New-York. I 
do not suppose that we have any _ per- 
tonal objection to the very respectable gentleman 
who has received the nomination for the chief ex- 
ecutive office of this City from a knot of politicians 
who style themselves the united Democracy of the 
City of New-York, but we have very grave and 
flecided objections to make to most of his asso- 
tiates upon that ticket. And we have still 
graver and more decided objections to make to 
the influences and bargainings which were behind 
that ticket, to which influences and bargainings it 
pwes its existence, and to which, if elected, it will 
pwe its success and necessarily its respect, defer- 
ence, and obedience. Therefore, in this Munici- 
pal election, I am a disunited Democrat and 
{ hope .nd I feel that there are in the City of New- 
York a great many other disunited Democrats, 
What we want, and what you 
A different political party want, I take it, 
js a business administration, and not a _ po- 
litical administration of the City of New-York. 
What we want is an administration of the City of 
Wew-York which has nothing to do with the for- 
tunes of any political party or with the for- 
tunes of any political ijieader—in other 
words, a business Government which will 
devote itself solely and exclusively to the 
practieal business interests of the City of New- 
York, to the paving, the lighting, and the cleaning 
of its streets, to policing and protecting the City of 
New-York, and making it in the best possible 
way and with the least possible expenditure 
of the public money, wholesome and beautful. 
These, I take it, are our convictions, and our pur- 

oses—to secure an administration which will 
cave those purposes, and which will also have the 

,ower to carry them out. We must place ourselves 
fs a position not only to elect a Mayor of the City 
of New-York, but we must also see when he is 
elected that he obtains power enough to give us 
such an administration as we desire. 

With these convictions, therefore, and these pur- 
poses, which are not of yesterday, nor of to-day, 
nor of to-morrow. but which are for the present 
aud also for the future, until they are finally and 
ultimately carried out, in not only nominating a 
Mayor, but in giving us a Mayor who has power to 
secure us good government, which requires 
rowething more than success at this elec- 
tion and is independent of success at this 
election and which will go on whether you succeed 
or fail at this election—with these convictions and 
these purposes, I say, itseems to me that the best 
way in which we can impress the public with 
the sincerity of our convictions and the 
earnestness of our purposes, is to put 
In nomination for the oftice of Mayor 
& man who is no politician; who knows nothing 
and cares nothing about the distribution of 
political patronage to advance the fortunes of any 
political party or any political leader, 
but who is conceded on ali hands—by 
friends and foes, by men of both  parties— 
to be the man most competent to take care of the 
business interests of the City, to direct and carry 
put such great improvements as are now reauired 
with reference to giving this City an adequate sup- 
ply of water, and to put an end to the profligate 
pxpenditures which deter us all from seeking or 
semen any public works of- any kind, as 
ong as the City government remains in such hands 
as it has been in, orremains in the hands of a 
Mayor wi'out power and without responsibility. I 
refer, of course, in making these remarks, to the 
man who has been in the thoughts of all of us 
for a number of years; to & man who 
Is an able and experienced engineer, standing at 
the top of his profession; who has constructed or 
been connected with some of the greatest public 
works of this country; who has had the widest 
and fullest experience in wounicipal affairs 
for may years; who has held important 

ublie trusts; who, in all the trusts that 

e pas held, has looked at the transactions 
of the business of the municipality only in a busi- 
pess way, and not in a political way; and who has 
pet his face like a flint against every attempt to 
divert the departments with which he has been 
connected to political purposes, or to the 
profligate expenditure of the public moneys; 
g@ man, moreover, who, if we elect him, will not 
only give u- a check upon extravagance and upon 
bad legislation for the present, but who will enable 
us to ego confidently to the Legislature 
of the State of New-York, with no doubts, 
pnd with vo hesitation, and ask them to 
give the same power to the Mayor of the 
City of New-York that has been given to the Mayor 
of the City of Brooklyn, and from whom and 
through whom we shali be able to get an adminis- 
tration and a charter which will, we hope and 
fervently trust. put an end once and for- 
pver to the use of the funds and _ the 
snormous wealth and resources of the City 
of New-York for the advantage of political 
bosses and their ignorant followers, and which will 
end, once and for all, the placing of incompetent 
and ignorant people in office, the administration 
of which they know nothing about. and which 
we trust will again give us eminent men 
po the bench, and may finaily result in doing away 
with what is at present the greatest stizma upon 
pur republican institutions—the bad administration 
pf municipalities throughout this country, with 

ome few exceptions. .

The meeting of citizens at which Mr. Camp- 
bell was nominated for Mayor was attended 
by the full Committee of Fifty, to which com- 
mittee, for sufficient reasons, were added some 


burst of enthusiasm had sufficiently died away 
to allow him te proceed. He had warm words 
of praise for Mr. Campbell, and an unqualified 
in hme of Mr. Campbell’s candidacy, 
saying: 


It is hardly necessary, after the very able speech of 
my iearned friend, to add anything to the recommen- 
dation of Mr, Allan Campbell as the nominee for 
the place for which he has been mentioned, I know 
Mr. Campbell, and have known him a great many 
years, and can vouch for everything that has been 
said in reference to his honor and integrity, 
{Applause.] The only question for us is whether 
or not we can elect him. If we can elect him, 
(“\ We cau—we will !""] we shall have the assurance 
which we have not had for years that the affairs of 
the City will be properly administered. I am glad, 
theretore, to secind the nomination of Allan 
Campbell for Mayor with all my heart. 

Mr. Nash’s speech, delivered slowly and em- 
phatically, produced a renewal of the applause, 
and by a rising vote every man in the room 
declared an approbation of the proposition to 
nominate Allan Campbell. A committee of five, 
consisting of E. Randolph Robinson, L. G. Gar- 
rettson, Stephen P. Nash, D. B. St. John Roosa, 
and the Chairman, Joseph H. Choate, was di- 
rected to call upon Mr. Campbell, tender him 
the nomination, and ask that he accept. This 
~ aa committee was absent only a lit- 
tle while, but in the meantime the 
other members of the Committee of 
Fifty indulged in an informal con- 
ference, and discussed the outlook. There 
was unanimity in the expression of opinion 
that, led by Allan Campbell and supported by 
men of like probity and reputation, the citi- 
zens’ ticket was destined to prove an over- 
whelming success and sweep the City. 

The special committee appointed to call 
upon r, Campbell returned. Mr. Camp- 
bell was found at his home, and, receiy- 
ing his visitors pleasantly, declared that not 
only did he recognize in the citizens’ 
movement a cause worthy of approval by the 
public, but one now specially opportune, and 
to which he was ready to devote himself 
enthusiastically. He thanked the commit- 
tee for the nomination tendered him, 
and accepted it without seeking to 
impose upon the Committee of Fifty any con- 
ditions. e expressed the hone that a Munici- 
pal ticket would be completed in a way which 
would assure the public that the citizens mov- 
ing in the matter held honorable action 
and the support of thoroughly good men 
far above mere success. He promised to ad- 
dress the Committee of Fifty a letter to-day, 
setting forth fully his views upon the existing 
condition of affairs in this City. The decided 
position taken by Mr. Campbell met with 
warm words of approval, 

It was proposed to proceed at ence to 
complete the Municipal ticket, but for 
reasons thought sufficient by the com- 
mittee this work was postponed until to- 
day. For County Clerk, Mr. William A. 
Butler was the only gentleman urged, and 
his name was formally referred for con- 
sideration to the meeting to-day. Among 
citizens thought fitted to fill the office of 
Sheriff were named Col. Emmons Clark, 
Col. Richard Vose, Gen. Max Weber, and 
Jackson 8S. Schultz. For Judges of the Su- 
perier Court the gentlemen suggested were 
Ex-Gov. Edward Salomon, William G. 
Choate, Hamilton Cole, Edwara Patterson, 
Henry E, Scudder, Horace Russell, Stephen 
A. Walker, Clifford A. Hand, and Everett P. 
Wheeler. Dr. William B. Wallace, Dr. 
E. W. Hoeber, and Dr. Demarest were 
spoken of as available candidates for Coroner. 
Having determined to defer the completion of 
the ticket until to-day, other business or im- 
portance was taken up and quickly dispatched.

After the adjournment of the Committee of 
Fifty an impromptu, but well-attended, meet- 
ing of citizens was held in the main room of 
Municipal Hall, Mr. James M. Constable 
presiding. The proceedings of the Com- 
mittee of Fifty, the nomination of 
Allan Campbell for Mayor, his ac- 
ceptance, and the purpose of making 
out a full ticket, were explained and indorsed 
with demonstrations of great enthusiasm, Mr. 
Joseph H, Choate, in response to calis from 
the audience, said the meeting called 
for to-day, he felt assured, would pre- 
sent a complete County ticket which 
in its composition would be a gurantee 
that the people will have an opportunity, at 
least, to take the management of their own 
affairs in their own hands. The only purpose 
of the Committee of Fifty, he ‘declared, 
was the welfare of the City, and to 
make, so far as the election of this ticket, if it 
be elected, will go, the management 
of the affairs of the City a matter 
of pure business, wholly separated 
from politics, and make it no_ longer 
a matter of course or a possibility that the 
officers and revenues of the City shall be di- 
vided among the politicians as so much plunder. 

Arrangements were begun las night by the 
Executive Committee for a mass-meeting 
st Cooper Union on Friday night. Af- 
ter the nomination of Mr. Campbell was 
made known communications were received 
from many strong organizations in the 
City pledging a bearty support of the nomina- 
tion, and expressing the hope that the ticket 
would be completed in a way as satisfactory 
as it had been begun.

COLD WATER FROM REPUBLICANS. 
THE DISTRICT LEADERS V@TE, 19 TO 3, IN 


FAVOR OF A STRAIGHT PARTY TICKET. 

If the object of the Republicans, who on 
Sunday set om foot the holding of a conference 
of district leaders, was to make sure that a 
citizens’ ticket would be supported by the Re- 
publican convention to be held on Wednesday, 
that object appears to have been disregarded 
by the “leaders,” who yesterday afternoon 
declared it to be their opinion that the best in- 
terests of the party and the people of this City 
would be better subserved by the nomina- 
tion of a straight Republican City ticket 
than by any combination with any or- 
ganization or association of outsiders. 
The invitations to the conference were sent 
out on Sunday to the Presidents of all the 
Republican district asseciations, and few 
other persons knew of the proposed confer- 


ence any more than the fact announced in 
yesterday’s TIMES that it would beheld. At 
4 0’clock 22 of the 25 Presidents gathered at 
the Victoria Hotel, in Fifth-avenue, and with 
closed doors they held a mecting that lasted 
nearly two hours and a half. Dr. Pierre C. 
Van Wyck presided, and immediately after 
his election to the chair he called upon the 
assembled district Presidents to exprees their 
ouinions frealy about the course to be adopt- 
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ed by the Republican Party in the matter of 
City nominations, The invitation was ac- 
cepted in turn by nearly every person in the 
meeting, and some of the speakers were heard 
several times, Police Commissioner Mason 
rising three times toe state his views. 

The participators in the conference were not 
disposed last night to repeat in detail the re- 
marks made, te is aril, however, that 
most of the speakers advanced reasons why 
the Republicans should go on with their con- 
vention on Wednesday night just as if no talk 
had been heard about a combination with any 
other body of voters, It was argued that, by 
declining to act, the Republicans would be- 
little their importance as a party in this City. 
It was further maintained that the Republican 
delegates to the County Convention were as 
competent to select a ticket that will com- 
mand approval as any unauthorized com- 
mittee, and that it would be much better at 
this time to make a clean fight than to form 
an alliance with anybody. To promise ap- 
proval of any ticket the Citizens’ Committee 
might nominate would, it was maintained, be 
an injudicious thing, as there was no assurance 
that the Republican Party would be consulted 
as to the choice of candidates, and it might be 
belittled by being tacked on to the tail of a 
movement Ropes by men politically irrespon- 
sible. Reasons were advanced with some 
warmth to show why it would be better for 
the Republicans to go their own way, depend- 
ing upon the character of the candidates they 
would present to secure the full vote of the par- 
ty, sail te let the Citizens’ Committee name its 
candidates and make its canvass for as many 
independent votes as itcan secure. The great 
vote for William Dowd tor Mayor, in 1880, 
was referred to as showing how much support 
could be secured for a good Republican candi- 
date, and it was urged that there was ground 
for believing that, with a candidate of equally 
high character, the same vote might be ap- 
proximated. At the close of the proceedings a 
motion to test the sense of the meeting was 
made. Tke motion having been offered that 
the President vote to say whether it 
would be expedient to nominate a straight 
Republican ticket, it was carried by 
a vote of 19 to 8—Commissioner Jacob 
Hess, of the Twentieth; Justice Solon 
B, Smith, of the Twenty-first, and Mr. Henry 
C, Perley, of the Twenty-second, voting no, 
Commissioner Van Cott, who was not present, 
afterward said that he favored support of the 
citizens’ ticket. During the meeting there was 
some talk about candidates. and the friends of 
Mr. John J. O’Brien urged that he be nomi- 
nated for County Clerk. Mr, Levi M. Bates 
appeared to be the preferred candidate for 
Mayor, and Judge Horace Russell a decided 
favorite for one of the Supreme Court Judge- 
ships. The conference adjourned to meet

ATTEMPTS TO KILL KING MILAN, 

BELGRADE, Oct. 23.—A woman fired 
twice at King Milan in the Cathedral to-day. 
The King was not hurt. His assailant is the 
widow of Col. Jefrew Markowitch, who was 


executed with several other rioters in May, 
1878, by order of Milan. It is suspected that 
the attempt is not merely attributable to re- 
venge, but partly to political motives. After 
the attempt Queen Natalie, who was 
with the King in the cathedral, fainted 
and was carried in an __ unconseious 
condition to the palace. The King accom- 
panied her thither, and then returned to the 
church unattended, and remained until the 
end of the service. The crowd attempted to 
lynch the assassin. 

BUCHAREST, Oct. 23.—The object of the re- 
cent prolonged sojourn of the King of Servia 
in Roumania was to defeat aconspiracy against 
his life. The King while journeving from 
Rustchuk received information at Sistova of a 
plot formed to blow up with torpedoes the 
royal boat while on the Danube between Rust- 
chuk and Belgrade. 

Lonpon, Oct. 24.—A dispatch from Bel- 
grade says that as King Milan en- 
tered the cathedral between two rows 
of people the woman  Markowitch 
fired at him from a large revolver. ‘lhe bul- 
let wounded a femalespectator. The bystand- 
ers beat the King’s assailant until the Minister 
of War interfered, 
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RESULTS OF THE EGYPTIAN WAR. 
Carro, Oct. 23.—The mode of procedure 
agreed upon for the trial of Arabi Pasha al- 


lows the calling of witnesses from foreign 
countries, the taking of their evidence 


by commission. Counsel for the prisoner will 
have the right of final repiy. Arabi Pasha 
desires that M. de Lesseps be summoned as a 
witness at his trial. 

The Khédive has named Baker Pasha Gen- 
eral of Division, the highest grade within his 
power to bestow. 

Lonpon, Oct. 24.—It is believed that the 
Government has concluded a convention with 
the Khédive providing for the discharge of 
the cost of the British army of occupation by 
the Eyptian Government.

AN ENTHUSIASTIC RATIFICATION 
MEETING IN ROCHESTER. 
SENATOR MILLER AND HOWARD CARROLL 
ADDRESS A LARGE AUDIENCE IN THE 
CITY HALL—GREAT ENTHUSIASM MANI- 

FESTED. 

Rocwester. Oct. 24.—The Republican 
ratification meeting here this evening was very 
largely attended. A few minutes before 8 
o’clock the Lincoln Club, headed by the Lin- 
coln band, marched to the Osborne House, the 
head-quarters of the orators of the evening, 
and escorted them to the City Hall. The hall 
was filled long before the arrival of 
the speakers, When they entered loud 
applause greeted them. On_ the plat- 
form were seated the leading members 
of the party and several ladies. The Hon. C. 
K. Parsons, Mayor of the city, on motion 
of Franklin B. Gage, Chairman of the County 
Central Committee, was chosen to preside, and 
from among the representatiye Republicans 
on the platform were chosen the Vice-Presi- 
dents and Secretaries, Mayor Parsons grace- 
fully acknowledged the honor of _ presid- 
ing, and, after a few preliminary re- 
marks, introduced Senator Warner Miller. 
Senator Miller delivered an able address 
on the issues of the day. He said he had been 
told that the Republican Party had served its 
purpose and was to pass away, but when 
he came into a city and was welcomed by 
a club of young men bearing the name of 
the revered Lincoln he knew that the party 


was not dead, but enshrined in the hearts 
of young men, and was not likely to die, 
The issues of the day were two-fold. 
Who should govern the Empire State, 
and should the House of Representatives 
become Democratic? As to the course to be 
pursued by either of the two great 
arties, he knew of no way of judg- 
ing except by the history of the past. 
Briefly and concisely he then reviewed 
the Government of New-York State since 1568, 
Gov. Hoffman’s administration, and the deep 
disgrace of Democratic misrule. The enor- 
mous frauds of the Tweed Ring were recalled, 
and this period was pronounced the most cor- 
rupt the State ever bad known. Though he 
did not charge these frauds upon the majority 
of the Democratic Party, still he held the 
party responsible for the acts of the 
man it placed in power, Each party 
was thus responsible, and though star 
route frauds were a stain upon the Republican 
Party, that party, while in power, was to be 
credited with prosecuting and punishing the 
erpetrators. The Administration of Gen. 

Jix was commended by the speaker 
for its wise financial measures, Mr. Tilden’s 
Administration was spoken of as a reform 
Administration in the main, but embody- 
ing reforms which a _ portion of the 
Democratic Party did not like. These 
Democrats began a warfare which 
ended a few days age at Syracuse, when the 
Democratic Party turned their backs on Til- 
den and embraced Tammany. The efforts of 
Gov. Robinson in the way of reform met with 
the contempt of his own party. Thus 
ended Democratic rule in the State, and 
during the last three years the Republieans 
had held charge. 
the Government had _ been largely 
duced, the State prisons had been 
made sustaining, the canals had been man- 
aged more cheaply, and last year the State 
taxes were lower than they had been before 
in 25 years, Under these circumstances the 
speaker did not believe thatany just and rea- 
sonable man could desire a change. If any 
one did, the six weeks wasted in organizing 
the last Legislature would teach him what he 
mizht expect from the Demecracy. 

The importance of a change in the political 
complexion of Congress was then referred to 
as the second issue, and the war record and 
subsequent acts of the two parties was touched 
upon. Not only had the Republican Party saved 
the Nation, but it had afterward restored and 
preserved the public credit. Democrats, on 
the other hand, had opposed every act tending 
toward the wekare of the country. 
The fepublican Party had _ kept its 
pledge in resumption, paid nearly 
half the national debt, and _ greatiy 
reduced the interest on that portion remaining 
unpaid. Democrats had _ tried to strike 
down the tariff and _ protection’ to 
American industries, The Republican 
Party stood squarely on protection, but 
admitted there should be a _ revision 
the tariff. The boasted tariff for revenue only 
was simply free trade in disguise, In the last 
Congress, the Democrats by long delay 
and otherwise, prevented the Republicans 
from reducing taxatien. Senator Miller 
eulogized the banking system, and condemned 
the Democracy for its continued efforts to 
overthrow it. He expressed himself strungiy 
in favor of tree canals, and pronounced them 
the only means of control over the grasping 
railroads, Of civil service reform he said it 
would soon become a necessity, but from the 
Republican Party as the party of progress it 
could alone be expected. He spoke of Judge 
Folger as a man well known for his many 
years of honorable public service, and one 
about whom no complaintas to his public career 
or private life could be uttered. He alsospoke 
in complimentary terms of the remaining 
nominees, and closed with an exbortetion to 
all Republicans to allow no indifference, leth- 
argy, or disappointment to interfere with their 
duties as members of the party of progress 
and reform. 

Mr. Howard Carroll, candidate for Congress- 
man at Large, was then introduced by Mayor 
Parsons, who briefly alluded to the services 
and worth of Col. Carroll, father of the candi- 
date. Mr. Carroll began his address by stating 
that the Democratic Party charged that the 
Republiean Party was on the eve of defeat, 
but this charge, made again and again since 
the election ot Lincoln, was scarcely worthy of 
notice, for in spite of it the Republican Party 
would now win a victery because it deserved it, 
The Republican Party had freed the slave, 
had provided non-sectarian schools, and 
had made a grand and progressive nation 
instead of many weak States. The prog- 
ress of the country during the 
past 20 years under Republican rule 
was explained, and its condition in 1880, as 
compared with that of 1860, after 20 years of 
Democratic rule, was strongly contrasted, 
greatly to the detriment of the latier. 
He advocated purification of the prima- 
ries and elections, and reform in the civil 
service. He was opposed to patronage or 
money in election, to the interference of Fed- 
eral officers with the free will of the people, 
and the divoree of the civil service from polit- 
ical influence. He expressed the hope that the 
Republican future would be worthy of the 
Republican past, and concluded amid vocifer- 
ous applause, ; 

The Rev. Justin D. Fulton, of Brooklyn, 
followed, and, in his characteristic style, held 
the attention of his audience for fully an hour 
with vivid illustrations and amusing 
anecdotes. He presented the situation 
clearly to his listeners, and frequent 
bursts of laughter and applause encouraged 
his efforts. The Hon. George Williams, of 
Ohio, the last speaker, arraigned the Demo- 
cratic Party for the evils of the war and 
election frauds in the South, and he pro- 
nounced against it as a party constantly 
working to overthrow the Republican Party 
and republican institutions, and closed by 
calling upon all the members of the Repub- 
lican Party to pay the debt they owed by 
voting the straight Republican ticket and 
electing Charies J. Folger Governor. 
His address was eloquent throughout and at- 
tentively listened to. With cheers for the 
speakers of the evening and for the Republi- 
can ticket the meeting adjourned, all satisfied 
that it had been a complete success, 

One of the marked incidents of the 
meeting was the reception of Howard 
Carroll by 26 soldiers of his father’s— 
Gen. Carroll’s—old command, which was 
raised in and about Rochester. They met 
the son of their dead commancer and formed 
his escort, with a band of music, to the meet- 
ing.

A DEMOCRATIC OUTRAGE. 
ATTEMPT TO PREVENT C. R. ROUTH FROM 
SPEAKING IN LOUISIANA, 

New-Orveans, Oct. 23.—The success of 
Gen. McMillan, the Republican candidate, in 
the canvass he has made in the Fifth Con- 
gressional District, and the knowledge that 
bas come over the Democracy tbat he will poll 
a full vote and be returned by a handsome ma- 
jority unless something is dong to keep the Ke- 
publicans from the polls, has led in one part of 
his district to the following episode: Charles 
R. Routh is a leading citizen of Tensas Parish, 


and is held in high repute. He belongs to 
one of the old families, and before the 
war was quite wealthy. Recently he iden- 
tified himself with the Republican Party, and 
tendered his services to McMillen. He was en- 
gaged to speak at Newellton, a small town in 
the Parish of Tensas. The members of the 
Democratic Executive Committee of the par- 
ish, learning of Routh’s intention to address 
the McMillen meeting. called upon him for the 
yi of dissuading him from his purpose, 

ut without success. Routh assured them that 
his address would be conservative in 
tone as well as courteous in language, 
and he extended to them an invitation to be 
present for the purpose of correcting any mis- 
statements ot facts that he might make. See- 
ing that Routh was determined to address the 
meeting, the members of the Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the parish, two days be- 
fore the meeting was to have been held, went 
before a magistrate and made an affidavit in 
which they depose that ‘*they have been in- 
formed and believe that one Charles R. Routh 
did, on or about the Ist of March, 1881, 
willfully, maliciously, and feleniously set fire 
to and burned, or caused to be burned, one gin 
outhouse, the property of one Alexander 
Cohn.” The affidavit is signed by E. T. C. 
Satchie, merchant: W. C. Young, Sheriff; 
Joe Curry, Chiet Deputy; W. M. Davidson, 
Parish and School Treasurer; J. B. Snyder, 
Deputy Sheriff; K. H. Snyder, Jr., Deputy 
Clerk; G, C, Goldman, merchant, ana R. C. 
McCullough, Cashier. The witnesses for the 
State are given as A. Cohn, S. Elguther, A. 
Levy, D. Morris and 8. D. Faron. 

Upon this affidavit Routh was arrested and 
incarcerated in the jail at St. Joseph, parish 
seat of Tensas. Soon after his arrest he was 
visited in jail by some of the parties to the 
affidavit, who assured him that if he would 
leave the parish and pledge his word not to 
return until after the election he would be 
liberated at once, and the charge made against 
him would be withdrawn, as it was 
only made to prevent him from 
addressing the McMillen mass-meeting. Routh 
refused to accept the proposition thus made, 
and gave as his reason fur so doing that asa 
serious charge had been made against him he 
would demand a full investigation and a trial 
by jury. Mr. Routh waived a preliminary 
examination and telegraphed to Judge Hough, 
the District Judge at Vidalia, to fix the amount 
of his bond, which was placed at $2,000. Mr. 
Gillespie, the largest cotton planter in Tensas 
Parish, went upon the bond, 

The parties whose names are appended to 
the affiidavit as State witnesses have written 
to Mr. Routh disclaiming all connection with 
the affidavits, saving that they know nothing 
of the facts of the case, never authorized the 
use of their names, and firmly believe in his 
innocence; that they are warm personal 
friends of his, and have always regarded and 
still regard him as an honorable and high- 
toned gentleman, and request him to call on 
them for any assistance be may require. 
Routh gave a bond to appear at the Novem- 
ber term of the District Court in Tensas 
Parish. The election by that time will 
be over, there will be no appearance against 
him, and the case will be dismissed. Routh is 
a man, however, not apt to let the matter 
drop, and he will undoubtedly enter suit for 
damage against his persecutors. It is known 
that the charge against Routh was inspired by 
Gen. J. Floyd King, the Democratic candidate 
for Congress, and perhaps the most aggravat- 
ing part of the whole affair is that King had 
partaken of the hospitalities of Routh’s house 
while on his tour through the parish of Tensas 
only a few days before.

In compliance with the request of the board 
appointed to examine and audit the claims 
growing out of the illness and death of Presi- 
dent Garfield, Dr. Boynton to-day returned, 
properly filled out, the form of application re- 
cently forwarded te him. The aggregate 
amount of the claim is $4,500, being $5,50U less 
than any claim for professional services yet 
received by the board. 

A circular has been issued from the Treas- 
ury Department informing Collectors and 
other officers that, by section 4,694 of the Ke- 
vised Statutes, the importation of books copy- 
righted in the United States, without the con- 
sent of the owner of the copyright, is prohib- 
ited. The circular states that, ‘‘ to avail them- 
selves of the protection given by the law, own- 
ers of United States copyrights must file 
with Collectors of Customs, duly authenticated 
certificates of such ownership. On importa- 
tion of any books, whether by mail or other- 
wise, which are covered by any such certifi- 
cate, and the importation of which is not con- 
sented to by the owner cf the copyright, the 
proper Officer of the Customs will detain the 
books, and at once notify the owner of the 
copyright, to the end that the latter may take 
the steps necessary for their forfeiture to him.”

DOMESTIG AND FOREIGN 
TROUBLES OF FRANUVE. 
ERIOUS RIOT AT LYONS—BOMBS EXPLODED 
IN A CROWDED RESTAURANT—THREATS 
OF FURTHER STRIKES—A TREATY WITH 
TUNIS RESUSCITATED. 

Lyons, Oct. 23.—There was a riotous 
demonstration against the. municipality here 
yesterday in consequence of their having sup- 
pressed the subvention to the opera. The Po- 
lice were unable to cope with the crowd. A 
body of gendarmes cleared the street. At2 
o’ciock this morning there was an alarming 
explosion in a restaurant attached to a thea~ 
tre. Two reports were heard under one of the 
tables. There were 200 people in the restau 
rant, who rusned hurriedly into the street. Ai 
third and more formidable explosion then oc 
curred, which shattered tables and mirrord 
and other articles, and seriously injured threa 
persons. It is stated that three men, who en- 
tered the restaurant ten minutes before tha 
first explosion occurred, left small bombs un- 
der the tables. 

Paris, Oct, 23,—Four of the persons arrested) 
here on Saturday in connection with the riots 
at Montceau-les-Mines, have been released on! 
bail. Instructions have been telegraphed to’ 
Lyons, ordering the release of M. Gantier,j 
editor of the Bataille, who apparently is bee 
most prominent person among those arres 
there. The troubles at Montceau-les-Mines, 
together with those at Lyons yesterday, and @ 
threatened strike of 20,000 employes in the 
furniture trade in the Faubourg St. Antoind 
of Paris, cause some uneasiness. Among thd 
persons arrested at St. Etienne, on suspicion of 
being connected with the riots at Montceau< 
les-Mines, isa man named Faure, who, it ig 
alleged, has been for a long timein correspond~ 
ence with the Nihilist Prince Krapotkene. 

The Government has resuscitated the treaty 
concluded between the Bey of Tunis and M,) 
de Freycinet. It, will be submitted to the 
Chambers for ratification. The powers prac- 
tically approve the treaty, by which Franca 
undertakes to redeem the Tunisian debt. Ths 
immediate consequence of the transfer of the 
debt will be the abolition of the commission 
charged with the supervision of the Tunisian 
revenues. The treaty also stipulates that 
France shall have the right tosend before a 
French tribunal to be established in Tunis 
cases of litigation. The treaty provides the 
Bey with a civil list of £28,000 yearly and} 
with £52,000 yearly as the future allowances! 
to the Princes, _ ' 

It is semi-officially stated that the repo 
details of the alleged treaty concluded several 
months ago between France and Tunis are 
wanting in accuracy. i 

TRIPOLI, Oct. 23.—Ali Ben Omar, with 32 
Tunisian Arab Chiefs, has started for the 
frontier. The French Consul-General has: 
written a letter in their favor to the General.

HOW THE PARTY WAS EQUIPPED 
FOR THE JOURNEY. 
“LIEUT. DANENHOWER RESUMES IIS NAR- 
RATIVE—A LIST OF THE SUPPLIES PUT 
IN EACH BOAT—THE PROGRAMME FOR 
THE RETREA'. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—At the opening of 
the Jeannette Court of Inquiry this morning Lieut. 
Danenhower was asked to state in narrative form 
what preparations were made for the boat journey 
after the sinking of the Jeannette, and began: “On 
June 14, 1881, the assortment of the provisions and 
clothing recovered from the ship was begun, also 
the outfit and preparation of the boats for the 
jJeurney. There were five boats saved from the 
wreok, namely, first and second cutters, whale- 
boat, iron dingy, and wooden dingy. Each person 
hada knapsack and sleeping-bag of deer or seal- 
skin, in most cases of sealskin, and single, but in 
Bome cases they were double. Each single bag was 
large enough for a person to slip into and lie at full 
length. The fur was inside, and the bag was coy- 
pred with tanned drilling on the outside, so that 


the snow couid be readily brushed off. A half 
blanket was also allowed toeach person. Each tent 
was 9 feet by 6 on the floor space, and was to 
be occupied by seven persons in their sleeping-bags. 
There were five tents and an office tent; No. 1, Capt. 
De Long and six others; No. 2, Lieut. Chipp and 
six others; No. 3, Lieut. Danenhower and six oth- 
ers; No. 4, Chief Engineer Melville and five others; 
No. 5, Dr. Ambler and five others. The office tent 
at night was vecupied by a portion of No. 1 party. 
Each tent was provided with a fire-pot, which con- 
tained a large copper kettle (three gallons capaci- 
ty) and a stew pan above it; below was a circular 
jamp. The mess gear, when not in use, was 
siowed in the big kettle, and consisted of a tin 
cup, a tin pan, and a spoon for each person. EKach 
knapsack contained 1 undershirt, 1 pair drawers, 1 
pair woolen stockings, 2 pairs blanket uips, (outside 
Btockings,) 1 pair sealskin boots, 1 spare cap, 1 
spare pair of gloves, 1 comforter, 1 wind ‘guard, 
{a broad piece’ of leather to protect the 
weather side of the face in case Of necessity,) 
i spare pair of new snow goggles, 1 plug of 
tobacco, and 1 pipe, 200 safety matches, 25 wind 
matches, soap at diseretion. Another pair of seal- 
Bkin boots was allowed to be carried in the sleep- 
Ing-bag, thus allowing each person three pairs of 
boots. Each person was ailowed one suit of 
plothes, those he stood in, either skin or other 
kind, as he might prefer. The spare clothing was 
gathered together and each person was allowed to 
make such selections as he considered would im- 
prove what he already possessed, the object being 
to leave the poorest articles behind, as we could 
hot carry them all. The provisions saved con- 
tisted of about 1,200 pounds of hard bread, 
about 3,500 pounds of pemmican, in 45-pound 
fanisters; a large quantity of alcohol for fuel, 
kh large quantity of tea, a small quantity of sugar 
and coffee, a large quantity of Liebig’s extract of 
beef, some canned turkey and chicken, a few cans 
of ham, tongue, and pigs’ feet, and a large quan- 
tity of chocolate. On June 14 the provisions were 
Borted, the bread, sugar, tea, and coffee stowed in 
thip’s bags and bags made from oil-skin clothing. 
The five provision sleds were then stowed as fol- 
lows: A tier of alcohol cans in the middle, with a 
tier of pemmican cans on either side, with thin 
lanks intervening. ‘This lower tier was firmly 
ashed and bags of bread and other provisions 
laced on top andilashed. The sledges when loaded 
Dompiete weighed about as follows: No. 1 sled, 
pbout 1,500 pounds; No. 2, 1,300 pounds; No. 8, 
1.200 pounds; No. 4, 1,800 pounds; No. 5, 1,300 
pounds. A considerable portion of the 
provisions could not be stowed on the 
sieds, and it was arranged to. transport 
them and also the medieal stores, by means of two 
light St. Michael sleds and dogs, we having 23 dogs 
remaining. The camp equipage of No. 1 and No. 4 
arties was stowed in the first cutter; that of No. 
inthe second cutter, and that of Nos. 3 and 5in 
the whale-boat. Each boat was mounted on a 
sled, and the total weight of sled and boat, with 
complete outfit, was about as follows: First cut- 
ter, 3,000 pounds; second catter, 2,200; whale-boat, 
2,500 pounds. 

“The outfit of the whale-boat, which was made 
under my direction, was as follows: One set of 4 
oars, 1 mast and sail, 1 rudder and yoke, 8 boat- 
hooks, 2 boarding pikes, 2 small paddles with ice- 
Chisels on the end, 1 cotton canvas boat cover, 1 
long manila painter, 1 smail hemp luff tackle, 
1 supply box containing 20 rounds of 
Remingion ammunition for each knapsaek, 
marlinspike, palm and needle, sail and cotton 
twine, flint and steel and tinder-box and matches 
fn tin boxes, 8 candles, a canof grease,a can 
of tallow, 2 can-openers, fish-hooks and lines, 
40 rounds of ammunition, 1 saw. 1 hatchet, 
shot, lead, and copper tacks; also some spare can- 
vas and spare rope. Two Remington rifles, 
45-gauge, were assigned to the whale-boat, and 
Mr Newcomb was allowed to carry his 
shot-gun in that boat with 25 to 50 rounds of 
AMmunition. The steering oar, the anchor, 
and the grapnel were intentionally left behind on 
aecount of their weight. The other boats, the first 
and second cutters, were fitted out in about the 
same way as the whale-boat. The whale-boat was 
furnished with one prismatic compass and a pocket 
chronometer. The second cutter bad the same and 
a Lawrence navigator. The first cutter had a sex- 
tant and artificial horizon, a box-chronometer, a 
pocket-chronometer, a comparing watch, a nautti- 
cal almanac for 1881, a balance table of logarithms, 
anda pair of binoculars. Mr. Chipp also had a 
private pair. At that time there were no charts in 
the whale-boat, but acopy of the Captain's chart 
‘Was subsequently furnished to Mr. Melville, and I 
made a chart in order to keep the run of the retreat 
and our positions. The first cutter was a clinker- 
built, square stern boat, 24 feet 4 incnes in length, 
6 feet beam, depth from top of gunwale to top of 
keel, 2 feet 2inches. She had an inner lining and 
was fitted with one mast and a shifting lug-sail. 
She was double-banked and pulled 8 oars. She 
haa a heavy keel-piece of oak to strengthen her in 
bauling out upon the ice and in launching. The 
second cutter was also a clinker-buiit, square stern 
boat, 16 feet 3 inches long, 5 feet 1 inch beam, depth 
from top of gunwale to top of keel, 2 feet. She had 
one mast and shifting lug-sail, and had also a heavy 
oak keel-piece. Four oars were general'y pulled 
in the second cutter, though I think she 
‘was double-banked and fitted with six 
oars. The whole boat was clinker-built, 
R5 feet 4 inches long, 5 feet 6 inches beam, and 2 
feet 2inches from top of gunwale to top of keel. 
She had one mast and aishifting lug-sail, was sin- 
gie-banked, and fitted with five oars. She had an 
open keel-piece also. The boats were purchased 
with the ship. From June 14 till June 18 prepara- 
tions were made for the journey. The provision 
pleds were overhauled, relashed, and provisions 
stored upon them; the boat-sleds were refitted and 
the boats mounted upon them and equipped. The 
siothing of the men was put in good order, the 
sleeping-bags overhauled and refitted, and a lot of 
Bpare equipments made. During this time the 

arty lived on the canned goods, which were not 

tended for the journey. A delay was also made 
bn account of the sick men. 

“On the evening of the 17th the commanding 
pfficer read to ali hands the programme for the re- 

reat which was to begin at 6 P. M. on the follow- 
ng day. All hands were to be called at 4:30 P. M.; 
reakfast to be vooked, camp to be struck, and 
work to commence at 6 P. M., the —— in travel- 
Ing at night being to save the eyes from the glare 
of the sun. The plan of moving forward was 
stated, but subject to such changes as the com- 
‘manding officer should find necessary from time to 
time. The diet scale was also established as fol- 
lows: Breakfast—per man, 4 ounces pemmican, 
1 ounce of ham, 4 pound of bread, 2 ounces 
coffee, 3% ounce of sugar; dinner—8 ounces pem- 
mican, 1 ounce Liebig’s extract, 14 ounce 
tea, % ounce sugar; supper—4 ounces pem- 
mican, 1 ounce of tongue, 4% ounce tea, 
8% ounce sugar, 44 pound bread, 1 ounce of lime- 
Juice, (a large quantity of the latter having been 
paved from the ship.) This diet scale was modified, 
the ham and tongue not being served out and the 
ration of tea being reduced. The lime-julce was 
taken after breakfast, all hands being mustered for 
that purpose. <A cook for each tent was to be de- 
tailed for each week, and an assistant appointed 
whose duty it wasto get snow from the highest 
hummucks for melting. and also to draw the pro- 
visions as they were served out by the yeoman at 
pamping-time each day. One pint of alcohol per 
day for each tent was served out for eooking pur- 

Oses.”

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE QUARTERMASTER- 
GENERAL OF RECEIPTS AND EXPENSES. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The Quartermaster-

tary of War his report for the fiscal year ended 

June 380, 1882. The amount available during the 

year was $18,628,681. The total disbursements 

were $12,446,442, leaving a balance on hand of 
$1,182,229. The responsibilities and magnitude of 
the service are described, and an appeal is made 
for additional force. It 1s also urged that the ranks 


be opened for promotion and appointment. The 
nlistment of post Quartermaster-Sergeants is 
ommended. The Quartermaster-General re-

who is detailed by proper authority as Acting As-

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT, 
DECISION IN A LIFE INSURANCE FORFEITURE 
CASE—OTHER BUSINESS, 
WasHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The following busi- 
ness was transacted in the Supreme Court of the 
United States to-day: 


No, 21—The Chicago, Danville and Vincennes Rail- 
road Company et al., appellants, ve. William R, #os- 
dick, et al.—Appeal from the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Northern District of Ilinois. 
—This case was argued and decided at the last 
term of the court, but on account of an imperfec- 
tion in the record, the decision was set aside and a 
peeen for a rehearing granted. ‘The case 

aving been reargued, the court now orders 
that the appeal from the decrees of April 12, 1877, 
and of April 16, 1877, respectively, be dismissed 
upon the ground that those decrees were vacated 
by the reversal of the prior decree of foreclosure 
and sale rendered Dec. 5, 1876, and_ that the decree 
entered Noy. 19, 1877, in favor of Frederick W. 
Huidekoper, Thomas W. Shannon, and John M, 
Denison, Trustees, be reversed, and that the cause 
be remanded, with directions to proceed thereon as 
may be just and equitable. Opinion by Justice 
Matthews. 

No, 28—The Phanix Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany, of Hartford, plaintiff in error, vs. Caroline R. 
Doster et al.—In error to the Cireuit Court of the 
United States forthe District of Kansas.—The prin- 
cipal controversy in this case arises out of the for- 
feiture clause in the life insuranee policy upon 
which this suit is brought. That clause provides 
that if payment of the premium is not made by the 
assured on the day when it falis due the policy 
shall be forfeited and void. It is conceded by the 
beneficiaries of the policy in this case that when 
the assured was killed inarailroad accident his 
&nnual premium had been several days overdue 
and was unpaid. They maintain, however, that 
on several previous years the insurance company 
had accepted the premium without objection 5 or 
10 days after it fell due, and that this constituted a 
tacit waiver of the forfeiture clause, so far as it re- 
lated to punctuality of payment. They further 
maintain that the company neglected to send to 
the assured the customary annual notice of the 
amount of premium due for that year, and 
that he was. on this account relleved 
from responsibility for failure to make prompt 
payment. The amount of the premium was ten- 
dered to the company immediately after the death 
of the assured by the beneficiaries of the policy, 
but was refused. This court holds that any course 
of action on the partof an insurance company, 
which leads a person insured honestly to believe 
that by conforming thereto a forfeiture of his pol- 
icy will not be incurred, followed by due conform- 
ity on his part, will and ought to stop the company 
from insisting upen the forfeiture, though it might 
be claimed under the express letter of the con- 
tract. The court further holds that the failure of 
the company to transmit to the assured the cus- 
tomary annual notice, if he had aright to expect 
such a notice, and if he was ready upon receipt of 
it to pay the premium, is also enough to defeat the 
operation of the forfeiture clause. The judgment 
of the conrt below that the company must pay the 
amount of the policy is affirmed. Opinion by Jus- 
tice Harlan.

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ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 
COURT-MARTIAL SENTENCE MITIGATED—RE- 
PORTS FROM THE EUROPEAN 8QUADRON, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The President has 
mitigated the sentence of Second Lieut. James R. 
Chapman, Twenty-second Infantry, to loss of half 
pay for six months. Lieut. Chapman was con- 
victed by court-martial of conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman, and sentenced to dismis- 
sal from the service. 


The President to-day placed on the retired list, 


under a special act of Congress approved Aug. 7, 
Gapt. Joseph Conrad, Eleventh Infantry. This will 
promote First Lieut. William E. Kingsbury to be 
Captain, Eleventh Infantry, and Second Lieut, 
George Leroy Brown to be First Lieutenant. 

The Commissary-General of Subsistence has sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of Warareport of the 
operations of the Subsistence Department for the 
fiscal year ended June 80. The report shows the 
total resources to have been $4,150,028 58; expen- 
ditures, $3,730,296 71; balances unexpended, $419,- 
731 87. The amount expended for subsistence 
stores, property, and contingencies was $2,596,- 
309 56. The price of beef throughout the country 
has increased to such an extent that the price paid 
under eontract for the current fiscal year is 23 per 
cent, greater than for the last year, and 36 per cent. 
greater than for the previous year. 

Rear-Admiral Nicholson, commanding the Eu- 
ropean squadron, reports to the Navy Department 
under date of Trieste, Austria, Oct. 8, that the 
flag-ship Lancaster, having been canlked ontside 
and her engines overhauled, will leave there on 
Oct. 4 fora cruise. Onthe 17th of September, the 
Emperor and Empress, accompanied by the Crown 
Prinee and Princess, arrived at T’rieste, and all of 
the official courtesies of dressing ship, manning 
yards and saluting in honor of their Majesties, 
were participated in by the Lancaster. Admiral 
Nicholson, with the members of his personal and 
general staff, were presented to the Emperor, who 
invited them to dine with him. The Quinnebaug 
is reported to be en route for Zante, via Messina, 
andthe Nipsic on her way to Syra from Alexan- 
dria, via Jaffa, Beirut, and Rhodes. 

The Naval Advisory Board on the Construction 
of Vessels wili meet at the Navy Department to- 
morrow. Commodore R. W. Shufeldt, who {is Pres- 
ident of the board, arrived here yesterday after- 
noon from San Francisco. The two civilian mem- 
bers of the board will be designated in a few days. 

The Dispatch passed Cape Henry bound in yes- 
terday afternoon, and the Tallapoosa passed the 
Delaware Breakwater bound out yesterday after- 
noon.

THE KILLING OF A. M. SOTELDO. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—In the case of 
Augustus Soteldo, charged with murdering his 
brother, A. M. Soteldo, the trial of which is fixed 
for Monday next, his counsel to-day filed an order 
for a subpoena duces tecum on Gen. J. R. West, 
Commissioner of the District, to search diligently 
for and, if found, to produce certain letters alleged 
to haye been written by Clarence M. Barton, Ar 


thur Shepherd, and Charlies T. Sanderson, of this 
city, copies of which are sata to have been carried 
i d A. M. Soteldo to the Hepudlican office on the 
night of his death. The Star this evening pub- 
lishes what purport to be copies of these 
letters. They exhibita misappropriation of moneys 
by Barton, and seem to show that the fatter 
acknowledged this misappropriation, expressed ro- 

ret and repentence and promised restitution. It 
8 supposed that the theory which the defense wiil 
endeavor to maintain at the trial is that Barton 
was the assailant; that Soteldo did not visit him 
with murderous intent, but went to the Repudlican 
office with copies of these letters in his hand, in- 
tending to command silence on the part of Barton 
with regard to his [Soteldo's) affairs; that when hoe 
showed Barton the letters the latter became angry 
and made the assault. Counsel for the defense, it 
is said, intend to show a motive for the assault by 
producing these letters. In acard to the Star to- 
night Mr. Barton says that the request filed by Mr. 
Soteldo’s counsel relative to papers concerning 
financial transactions long since closed can have no 
possible bearing in the coming trial of A. C. Soteldo, 
and that it is made to smireh his ter before 
the public.

THE RECORDS OF THE FIRST DAY 
OF THE MATOH. 

HUGHES AHEAD, HART NEXT, AND ROWELL 
THIRD—THE LAST NAMED SAVING HIS 
POWERS—VINT SHOWING SIGNS OF 
WEAKNESS—TURNING THE FIRST HUN- 
DRED MILES. 


The crowd which greeted the opening of the 
walking-match at midnight on Sunday showed lit- 
tle diminution until 2 o’olock yesterday morning, 
when it began gradually to dwindle away until 
daylight, at which time probably a thousand 
people still lingered in the Garden. The 
walkers trudged along the beaten track dur- 


ing the early morning hours, all of them fresh and 
lively, and all of them doing excellent work. There 
was very little walking done in this early stage of 
the match, the men running nimbly and only 
dropping into a walk ocsasionally for the pur- 
pose of partially resting. The appearance of all 
the men gave encouragement to thelr backers to 
hope for good, if not great, scores. Hughes, the 
“lepper,” large and ungainly as he is, fairly glided 
over the track in his peculiar style. Hazael, the 
English runner, seemed scarcely to touch the 
ground ag he skimmed nimbly along. Frank Hart, 
the colored boy from Boston, was apparently in 
fine trim, and his step, both when running and 
walking, was the most graceful of them all, eallin 
forth admiring comments from all sides. Rowell, 
upon whom the interest of the crowd seemed gen- 
erally to centre, Was in fine form, and ran steadily 
around, making excellent time on each lap, but 
never forcing himself, as some of his compet- 
itors seemed to be doing. It was evidently 
a part of his plan not to be tempted into 
any display of ppeed at this early part 
of the race which might endangor his 
chances of being able to do good work toward 
the end of the week. He allowed the men to pass 
him one by one, and betrayed no signs of uneasi- 
ness as the score of his opponents swelled faster 
than his own. Little Noremac, the Scotchman, 
looked, if possible, in better condition than 
any of the others, and during the night 
he indulged in some remarkable spurts 
of running, which brought down the house, 
but also, as his trainer, who  remonstrated 
with him, said, brought down his chances of ult!- 
mate victory. The little man was ones to rea- 
son before daylight and settled down into stead 
work. The towering formof Fitzgerald forge 
around the track in a steady trot, broken occasion- 
ally by aspurt of fast running, in which his com- 
petitors joined. Not a man during the early morn- 
ing hours shewed any sigus of weariness, and nota 
man retired from the track during these hours for 
more than five minutes atatime. At 6o’clock yes- 
terday morning the official score stood: Hughes, 
45 miles,4laps; Hazael, 44.4; Rowell, 44.1; Nore- 
mac, 40.4; Hart, 39.5; Herty. 38.2; Fitzgerald, 38.1; 
Panchot, 37.1, and Vint, 83.6, 

With daylight came a marked change in the spir- 
its and condition of the men. The great enthust- 
astic crowd, with its applause and cheering evi- 
dence of substantial receipts in the box-office, 
had vanished, and to the discouragement thus pro- 
duced was added sickness, which attacked every 
one of the nine men to a greater or iess degree. 
The smoke from thousands of cigars which had 
been consumed on Sunday night hung ina dense 
cloud in the upper part of the building, and 
the heavy, damp air of yesterday morning com- 
bined with this stale tobacco-smoke to make all the 
men feel ill and languid. ‘To fight off the effeets of 
this feeling races were indulged in by the contest- 
ants, and these ran the score up at a rapid rate at 
atime when few spectators were in attendance. 
During the afternoon a few persons sauntered 
{uto the Garden. All the walkers, with the excep- 
tion of Vint, seemed to be in perfect form and con- 
dition, and at their houses it was announced by 
the trainers that the men were never in better 
trim. The same announcement was made 
in regard to the Brooklyn shoe-maker, Vint, but 
his progress was siow and uneven. He stopped 
often in his little cabin, and when he emerged he 
seemed to be listless and careworn. He walked 
with an uneven step when on the track, and dis- 
appeared so often that it was impossible to keep 
track of him. From 12 o'clock until 6 at might he 
scored only 24 miles, while his opponents were 
rolling up a record against him at the average 
rate of six miles an hour. At 1:57 Hughes 
passed his one hundredth mile, and the 
event was greeted with as loud an outburst of ap- 
plause as the limited number of spectators present 
could produce. Hazael was close on the heels of his 
leader, and at 2:10 he scored 100 miles. Rowell was 
the third man to put these figures by the side 
of his name, and at 4:08 the number 
100 appeared on his board. Hart scored 
100 miles at 4:40, Fitzgerald at 5:45, Panchot at 5:50, 
and Herty at 6 o'clock. Seven of the nine men had 
made 100 miles within 18 hours, and another—Nore- 
mac—had seored 90 miles 7 laps. The record of 
each man at 6 P. M. was asfollows: Hughes, 120.6; 
Hazael, 118.1; Rowell, 10&4: Hart, 106.7; Fitzger- 
ald, 101.1; Panchot, 100.8; Herty, 100; Noremac, 
99.7, and Vint, &5. 

At7 o'clock the band hegan to play selections of 
lively music, the garden was brilliantly lighted, and 
people began to pour into the building. It was 
very evident, however, that the great army which 
assisted at the opening of the match was not to be 
present last evening, and at 8 o’clock a liberal! estl- 
mate of the number of persons present would rot 
exceed 2,000. Hughes, Hazael, Hart. Panchot, Herty, 
and Rowell were on the track. Hughes had left 
182 miles behind him, and it was known among the 
spectators that he intended to break Rowell’s 
great record of 150 miles in 24 hours if he could 
He had 4 hours in which to make 18 miles, and as 
he looked fresh and lively the general impression 
was that he woulda do it, and this feeling gave 
a new interest tothe contests of the evening. All 
the men on the track, as the amphitheatre began 
to show signs of inhabitants, seemed to be in 
splred with new life, and they spun around 
the sawdust in groups of two and three engaging 
in races by themselves. At 9 o'clock, the 
twenty-first hour of the race, the scores were as 
follows: Hughes, 13883; Hazael, 131.1; Rowell, 
126.6; Hayt, 123.1; Panchot, 115.5; Noremago, 114.4; 
Herty, 113.7; Fitzgerald, 110; Vint, 86.7. 

Fitzgerald, who had fallen during the day from 
fifth to elghth place, retired after making 109 miles 
and $ laps at 9 o’clock, and did not reappear again 
until 9:50. Wher he stepped from his house he 
walked very stiffly, and for the next hour be 
seemed to be very sore in the joints, but be gradu- 
ally imbered up. At 9:30 the 20 electric lights tn 
the building suddenly went out and left 
the astonished walkers and = spectators in 
almost total darkness, which shaded the 
scores and prevented the musicians from 
seeing their notes. The little gas jets in the col- 
ored globes still burned, and cast a mild, weird 
light upon the scene, which was very effective. 
At the end of 10 minutes the electric light blazed 
up again as suddenly as it had disappeared, the 
band struck up a lively air simultaneously, and the 
spectators applauded both the lights and the music. 
Hughes, who was the central poiat of interest dur- 
ing the evening, made his one hundred and forty- 
eighth mille at 10:50. He was now within two miles 
of Rowell’s great 24-hour record of [50 miles, and 
the spectators began to cheer him loudly all around 
the ampitheatre as he passed. Hazael had retired 
at 10 o'clock for a rest, having completed 135 miles. 
Rowell also retired at 10:22, but not untii he had 
passed the score of Hazael by a lap, and thus se- 
cured second place in the race. At 11 o’clock 
Hughes scored his one hundred and forty-ninth 
mile, and a wiid yell went up from the crowd. 
Fitzgerald and Noremac caught the infec- 
tion of the enthusiasm and engaged in a 
race between themselves. This lasted for 
a mile, which Fitzgerald mace in 7:15, a 
remarkable feat fora man who had traveled al- 
most constantly for 23 hours. Hughes completed 
his one hundred and fiftieth mile at 11:14, and as 
the score was placed on the board the greatest 
volume of applause which has been heard during 
the match awelled up from the spectators in the 
Garden. ‘“ The record is to be breken” was on the 
lips of everybody, but it appeared that Hughes or 
nis trainers had no ideaof breaking the record. 
They thought that their man had done work 
enough for one day, and when he reached the 
door of his house he was led like a lamb 
from the track, the door was shut in:the face of 
the gaping crowd, and Mr. Hughes was quickly 
undressed, rubbed down, and put in his little 
bed, whete he was soon sleeping heavily, like 
Rowell and Hazael, his immediate followers 
in the race. {When he left the track Hughes 
looked like a very weary, but by no means like an 
exhausted, man, and his baokers claim that the 
great effort which he has made in the first 24 hours 
of the race will not impair his powers of endurance. 

After tho retirement of Hughes the interest in 
the race for the first day was practically at an end, 
and the spectators began to thin out until, at mid- 
night, there was scarcely 1,000 persons in the gar- 
den. At 11:40 Hart, who had been walking most 
of the evening while Hughes and the others were 
galloping around the track, scored 135 miles, and 
2 laps, and then took second place from the ong 9 
ing Rowell, sending Hazael, who was also sunk in 
slumber, back te fourth place. At 11:50 the 
colered boy scored 136 miles, and was loudly 
applauded all around the track. At 11:53 Vint 
crawled up to the hundred-mile post, and he, 
oo, was liberally applauded. By this event 
the 24 hours closed witha record for each of the 
nine men of 100 miles or over, something unpre- 
cedented in the history of pedestrianism. At mid- 
night the scores stood: Hughes, 150; Hart, 136.1; 
Rowell, 135.1; Hazael, 135; Noremae, 126; Panchot, 
120.1; Bitzgerald, 118.1: Herty, 116; Vint, 100.8. At 
this hour all the walkers have teft the track but 
Vint, and the spectators haye dwindled to about 
500 people.

A VAST THRONG CELEBRATING THE ANNI- 
VERSARY OF THE LANDING OF PENN. 

CHESTER, Penn., Oct. 23.—The bi-centen- 
nial celebration at Chester to-day was a grand 
success, The morniag dawned with a threatening 
sky, but notwithstanding this our citizens were 
engaged in decorating their premises, and soon 
nearly every building was res.Jendent with flags, 
bunting, and various appropriate decorations, 
giving the city a genuine holiday appearance. 
The numerous workshops and _ industrial 
establishments were closed. An endless 
crowd poured into the city by every train, and at 
least 200.000 visitors were present. The streets 
were so thronged that it was almost Impossible to 
pass. Chester never before had such an immense 


crowd of people init. Among the gnests present 
were a large number of distinguished gentlemen, 
including Gov. Hoyt and Attorney-General Latta, 
the Mayors of the cities in this State, Delaware, 
and New-Jersey, and a large number of represent- 
ulive gentlemen from Philadelphia and New-York. 

The day was ushered in by all the beils in the 
city, each bell tolling 200, The exercises proper ve- 
gan at 9:30 0’clock this morning with the repre- 
sentation of the landing of William Penn and his 
party from an old-fashioned yawl-boat at the foot 
of Penn-street, the exact spot where Penn first 
landed In this State 200 years ago. The principal 
characters were: William Penn, John Hare; Lieut. 
Mackham, William P. Ladomus; Robert Wade, 
W.H. Schureman; Robert Pierson, J. A. Martin; 
Chief Taminent, Arthur Martin; Bears Meat, H. 
Greenwood; John Shapless, J. F. Wright, and 
Quakers, Swedes, and Indians in costumes of the 
fgg As the boat touehed the shore Penn and 
1is party stepped ashore and were greeted by 
Mackham, Wade, and Pierson. <A long talk 
ensued, and then, a little further from shore, 
Penn met the Indians, with whom he conversed 
freely, When Penn landed a large fleet of all kinds 
of vessels lying in the river blew whistles, the 
thousands of people on the shore applauded, the 
bells throughout the city rang, and all was excite- 
ment at the great success of the affair. 

At 10:30 o’clock a meeting was organized at the 
grand stand, at Second and Concord avenues, 
where 15,000 people had packed themselves. The 
meeting was called to order by Mayor Barton, 
who made a few remarks congratulating the 
people on the importance of the occasion, dwell- 
ing especially on the fact that it was the first 
landing-place in this State of that exemplary 
statesman, Penn. His remarks were loudly cheered. 
The Rey. Henry Brown, of St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church, offered prayer, after which over 2,000 
school children, arranged on an amphitheatre, 
built for the oecasion, sang ** My Country, ’Tis of 
Thee.” Gov. Hoyt was then introduced and made 
a short and entertaining speech, which was well 
received. He congratulated the vast assemblage 
on being able to participate in so important an 
epoch in the eity’s history, alluded to the appro- 
priateness of having historic Chester open the bi- 
centennial exercises, and then referred to 
the progress of the State, which he at- 
tributed to the inflaence of the Quakers, 
English, Scoten, Dutch, and _  MTIrish blood 
in its people. The Rey. Mr. Pancoast read an 
original poem, which was followed by more singing 
by the children. The Hon, John M. Bromall, orator 
of the day, was then introduced, and held the at- 
tention of the audience for nearly an hour in eulo- 
gizing Penn and his peace policy, denouncing war 
and its results, and in eloquent language giving a 
historical sketch of Penn and Chester City, which, 
priorto the arrival of Penn, was called Upland. 
The meeting closed with music, 

This afternoon there was a grand civic, military, 
and industrial parade, in which 6,000 people partici- 
pated. 
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PHILADELPHIA’S CELEBRATION, 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct, 23.—What with the 
crowded streets, the magnificent decorations that 
ine them, andthe general bustle prevailing to-day, 
it seemed more like one of the great days of the 
bi-centennial celebration than merely the eve of 
the celebration proper. The only exercises that 
took place in_ that connection were a 
historical address, delivered to-night before 
the Pennsylvania UHistorical Society, and a 
monster serenade by the German singing societies 
in front of Independence Hall. As early as 8:30 
o'clock the square, from Fifth to Sixth streets on 
Chestnut-street, was crowded, except a space of 
about 200 feet on the pavement fronting Independ- 
ence Hall, whch was roped off by the Police 
for the accommodation of the 1,600 singers. 
The societies, to the number of nearly 30, assembied 
at Minnerchor Hall, and marched over a few prin- 
cipal streets to Independence Hall, where they ar- 
rived at 10:30 P. M. When the societies were 
massed within the inclosure prepared for them, 
and after two or three orchestral selections had 
been given, Kreutzer's grand hymn, “The Sab 
bath,” was sung by the monster chorus, A light 
rain began falling while this was being sung, and 
the leader, William Kuenzel, shortened the pro- 
gramme. Beethoven's * Praise of God" and “ The 


Star Spangled Banner” were sung in succession, the ¢ 


latter being given with orchestral accompaniment, 
after which the singers marched away in line, and 
broke up at points most convenient to the several 
societies. The affair, despite unpropitious weather, 
was a thorough success At midnight the cere- 
monies proper were inaugurated by ringing on 
the State-house bell 200 strokes, typical of the two 
hundredth anniversary that is celebrated this 
week. the church chimes about the city taking up

MARRYING WHEN INTOXICATED 
DESERTING HIS WIFE, 

While in an intoxicated condition last Fri- 
day evening, Henry Frederick Shibley, 30 years 
ola, who cultivates a farm on shares at Newell, 
Beuna Vista County, Iowa, was married by the 
Rey. S. J. Ferguson, at the Five Points Mission 
house, to a woman several years his senior, who 
called herself May Evans, of Jackson, Hinds 
County, Miss. She saysshe earned her bread by 
making wax flowers. Saturday morning Shibley 
woke up sober in the squalid tenement-house No. 
69 James-street, and indicated how he regarded 
his drunken act by obtaining from his wife $550, 
her wedding ring, and her marriage certificate, and 
leaving her. 

Shibley came to New-York Oct. 18 with two 
friends to meet a sister on her way to this country. 
The day of his arrival he called on one ‘* Ed”? Wil- 
son, at No. 60 James-street, an old acquaintance, 
and went that evening with himand his wife toa 
Bowery theatre. After the performance tney went 
to the Atlantic Garden, and there met the 
woman he married, who was sitting at one 
of the tables with a woman whose name 
and character Mrs. Shibley declines to 
make public. Shibley got up a maudlin 
flirtation with the woman, and much beer was 
drank. Finally Shibley declared his fntentions, 
and was angry when the Wilsons remonstrated 
with him. The debauch was continued on Thurs- 
day. In the evening, after he and the woman had 
occupied a box at a variety theatre, where Shibley 
drank to excess, they went to a Bowery hotel. 
Next day he took the womanto the third floor of 
No. 69 James-street, where the Wilsons live, and 
in the evening they were married, Mrs. Wilson and 
M. D. Lovey being the witnesses. After the cere- 
mony, at which, according to the statement of the 
Rev. S. J. Ferguson, Shibley behaved like a 
sober man, they returned to Wilson’s and passed 
the night there. Shibley celebrated the occasion 
by scattering nickels to the value of $1 80 
among the atreet arabs. When Shibley went 
to bed he was helplessly intoxicated and his money 
was put under his bride's pillow. She says that the 
amount was more than $4,000, but Wilson says it 
was about $550.

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TRYING TO KHEP THEIR PASTOR. 
The Rev, H. M. Scudder, who for the past 
1l years has been Pastor of the Central Corgrega- 
tional Church, in Hancock-street, near Franklin-

THE CHICAGO LONGS AND SHORTS. 
ACTIVITY IN THE LEADING PRODUCE MAR- 
KETS—A LARGE SHIPMENT OF FLOUR. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 28.—The leading produce 
markets were active to-day and weaker. There 
was a rather vigorous throwing of pork and lard, 
with some corn for November. This was caused 
by larger receipts of grain, with more offerings of 
hogs than were wanted by packers and ship- 
pers. Provisions were active and again weak. 
The business was chiefly on November stuff. As 
for several days previously, a good many longs let 
zo, some of them because margins were exhausted 
and the shorts filled in treely. Liverpool was 
quoted 3d. lower on lard, and some peo- 
ple said that hogs here were nearly 25 
cents lower, there being free arrivals to-day, with 
about 23,000 left over in the pensfrom Saturday. 
The offerings caused November pork to decline 
8244 cents. It then reacted 30 cents, and most 
people thought the erisis wasover. But the higher 
quotations brought out more stuff, and the market 
fell back to the lowest previous point, closing 2544 
cents lower than on Saturday. November lard 
was weaker under large sales by a local re- 
finer. It fell 4744 cents, and closed 40 cents 
lower than on Saturday, while October lard 
closed little better than nominal at a decline of 65 
cents. The longer futures in both pork and lard 


fell off 10 and 12 certs and closed nearly at ths 
bottom. Ribs fell off 20 and 30 cents on futures, 
rallied some for November, but closed 25 cents 
lower for that month, while spot lots were firm, 
with few offerings. On the afternoon call the trad- 
ing was heavy. October pork declined 50 cents, 
year pork 25 cents, January pork 10 cents, October 
lard 15 cents, November lard 25 cents, and other 
pork futures 10 cents, all closing tame. 

Wheat was dull and heavy, declining fully 1 cent 
on futures, and closing % to 7% cent below the 
latest prices of Saturday, while red declined 11% 
cents and No. 3 Spring }4 cent. Liverpool was 
reported quiet and firm, but Chicago receipts were 
larger and the weakness in corn tended to make 
wheat heavy, as there was no shipping demand for 
the latter, except that one or two small lots were 
wanted at reduced quotations. It was supposed 
that wheat was about to move more fresly from 
first hands, and the excitement in corn and pro- 
visions distracted the attention of operators out- 
side, which left local operators free to bear the 
market. The market on the afternoon call was 
steady. 

Corn was active and irregularly weak. Tho bulk 
of the trading was for November and the year. 
The former declined 13g to 144 cents and then re- 
acted to the latest price of Saturday, while the 
year declined 7% cent and closed at a disad- 
vantage of 4 cent. The longer futures acted 
nearly the same as the year, but May was relative- 
ly firm. London was called strong, but Chicago re- 
ceipts were half as large again as these of Satur- 
day, and St. Louts was reported to have received 20 
car-loads of new No. 2. The feeling at the outset 
was rather firm, but the market soon broke under 
large offerings for next month. It reacted toward 

1 o’clock, when it was found that there was a fair 
shipping demand for car lots, whilesome No. 2 was 
wanted to fill October contracts. But it was soon 
seen that there were orders here to sell vast quan- 
tities for November at 70 cents or a shade below, 
aud prices fell back. Outside of the last named 
point the market seemed to be more largely a scalp- 
ing one than was the cave any day last weck. The 
feeling turned late in the session on cloudy 
skies, the average operatpr being unusually sensi- 
tive on the subject of rain, which would delay the 
receipts of new corn, on thestrength of which St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, Louisville, and other Southern 
cities have gone short on this market to the ex- 
tent of many millions of bushels. The market was 
rather heavy on the afternoon call, falling off 14 to 
8¢ cent, and broke about as much more, un- 
officially, on the curbstone, where the year sold 
down to 5214 cents, with stories that the market 
will be flooded with offerings of southern corn to- 
morrow. A point in trading in corn to-day was 
the sale of 100,000 bushels new, to come from Ken- 
tucky, and 200,000 bushels to come from Tennessee, 
both toarrive in November. It is understood that 
the difference between the buying price in the 
South and the selling price here was large enough 
to give a handsome margin to coverthe risk that 
some of it will not grade No.2. One lot that was 
soid will give a profit,even if the whole consign- 
ment should go rejeeted on arrival. Of course, this 
is an operation that is not likely to be repeated too 
often. One car-load of new No. 2 arrived here to- 
day. 

One propeller took out 22,000 barrels of flour from 
this city on Saturday, and the Washburn Mills, in 


Minneapolis, are credited with turning gut 9,600 | 


barrels during one period of 24 hours last week. 
These facts may help to explaintho light move- 
ment of wheat in the berry. 

November pork has declined over $2 per barre! in 
a week. It sold at $21 60 on Monday, the 16th. 

Some dealers said to-day that there will never 
again be a brisk trade in wheat here till folks out- 
side can do business without popular fear of a 
corner.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, light local ratns,

From letters published elsewhere it will be 
seen that Messrs. Morris K. Jesup and 
D. Wriuis JAMES remain in sympathy with 
the aims of the Citizens’ movement and are 
both willing and desirous to give it all the 
nid in their power now that a reorganized 
committee has taken the responsibility of 
placing its candidates before the people. 
The action of Messrs. Jesup and JAMES 
must be interpreted, in the light of these 
communications, as having been prompted 
simply by the fear that the orignal com- 
mittee had undertaken a task to which 
neither the state of public sentiment nor 
the means at its disposal promised, a 
successful issue. A sufficient number of 
able and energetic men having taken a more 
hopeful view of the situation, Messrs. Jesup 
and JAMES, as well as a number of cautious 
business men who shared their misgivings, 
may be counted on as helpers in the 
cause. As between Mr. Epson and Mr. 
CAMPBELL they unhesitatingly prefer the 
Jatter, and their feeling is , doubtless 
shared by nine-tenths of the business 
community of this City. It may be accepted 
as certain that all the money needed to pay 
the legitimate expenses of the Citizens’ cam- 
paign will be promptly forthcoming, and 
that no candidate on their ticket will be 
compelled to pay an entrance fee for the 
privilege of becoming a candidate for public 
office. It would not be one of the least of 
the triumphs of such a movement were it to 
result in taking seven offices of public trust 
out of the reach of the collectors of party 
assessments. The agreement of the com- 
mittee on Mr. CAMPBELL as its candidate 
for Mayor and his acceptance of the nomi- 
nation formally opens the struggle against 
political dictation in the conduct of Munici- 
pal affairs. Asthe campaign must be short, 
it should be pushed with all the energy and 
aggressiveness of men who believe in their 
capacity to achieve success. 

At an informal conference of the heads of 
the Republican District Associations there 
was a decided preference expressed for a 
*‘straight’’ County ticket. A large majority 
of these gentlemen failed to see what they 
had to gain by indorsing the Citizens’ nomi- 
pees, and as the latter will be selected with- 
out the slightest reference to the wishes of 
the machine politicians of cither party, the 
Republican managers are obviously right 
jn assuming that they can derive no 
personal advantage from the election 
of men pledged simply to do their duty to 
the people. It would be a much more profit- 
able speculation to earn the gratitude of 
KE.ty by drawing off a certain number of 
votes for ‘‘ straight’’ Republican nominees, 
and past experience demonstrates that Tam- 
many is always ready to reciprocate such 
favors. The Republican managers may wisely 
conclude to consult the feeling of the majority 
of the party rather than that of the District 
Associations, but whatever may be the final 


decision, the non-representative character of, 


these latter bodies has received another illus- 
tration. 


If the public are not familiar with the 
questions at issue between the Catholic 
Union and the management of the New- 
York House of Refuge, it is from no 
jack of industry on the part of the priest- 
ly clique which the union represents. 
‘Year atter year the Legislature has been 
appealed to, not to secure the admis- 
sion of Roiman* Catholic priests to the 
House of Refuge on the same footing as the 
|eeligious teachers of other Christian sects. 
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for that they have already, but to grant them 
privileges there which no other denomina- 
tion enjoys. As in the case of the $50,000 
grant of State money for the Catholic 
Protectory, the ‘‘ freedom of worship’’ bill 
has been growing in favor with recent Legis- 
latures, and its advocates are correspond- 
ingly encouraged. They are early in the 
field with a pamphlet which has been more 
widely circulated than any campaign docu- 
ment, calling upon Catholic voters 
to secure the election to the Assem- 
bly of men whom they know will vote 
for a bill to destroy the unsectarian charac- 
ter of the religious instruction given to the 
vagrants and criminals committed to the 
House of Refuge. It might be worth while 
for those who regard with apprehension the 
insidious advances of the Romish priest- 
hood in the domain of public education to 
see to it that their candidates for Assembly 
are prepared to oppose any such measure as 
the one in question. 

The Attorney-General has answered the 
inquiry of the Free Canal Union regarding 
the form of ballot to be used in voting for 
or against the free canal amendment of the 
Constitution in his usual incisive and sensi- 
ble fashion. It will be remembered that the 
amendment affects sections 38, 5, and 6 of 
Article VII., and was duly submitted by 
joint resolution of the Legislature for ap- 
proval or rejection at the coming elec- 
tion. Subsequently a separate act 
was passed providing for ballot-boxes 
and prescribing a form. of ballot 
to be used in voting on the amendment. 
‘‘Through oversight or otherwise,”’ as the 
Attorney-General expresses it, the form of 
ballot was made to relate only to section 8 of 
Article VII. It is Mr. Russkxu’s opinion 
that it is ‘‘questionable’’ whether the full 
amendment would be ratified by the use of 
such a ballot, but he has no doubt of the 
right of the people to vote on the whole 
amendment notwithstanding this defect 
in the act of the Legislature. Accordingly, 
ballots will be provided and distributed in 
the proper form, but it would be interesting 
to know whether the defect was the result 
of ‘‘ oversight or otherwise.’’ The last ses- 
sion of the Legislature was disgraced by an 
extraordinary number of tricks intended to 
invalidate acts which could not be defeated. 
Was this one of them? 





There were 95,669 voters registered in 
Brooklyn last year, and of these there were, 
in round numbers, 86,300 recorded 
the polls. This year’s registration has 
reached a total of 104,606. Assum- 
ing that the disparity between the votes 
registered and the votes cast will be the 
same as last year, there will be divided be- 
tween the two sets of candidates for city of- 
fices 94,000 votes. Mayor Low’s vote last 
year was 45,321 and Mr. Howe.u’s 40,967. 
That the McLaughlin ring is confident 
of doing better this year is shown by 
their arrogant disregard of character, fit- 
ness, or personal popularity in their leading 
nominees for city and . county positions. 
The people who want to see the affairs of 
Brooklyn kept out of the hands of that gang 
must cast 48,000 votes if the work begun 
by Mayor Low is to go on without interrup- 
tion.

GOVERNMENT WiTHOUT POLITICS. 

The argument that the administration of 
Municipal affairs has no necessary connec- 
tion with party politics isa familiar one and 
admits of no answer, and yet it has been 
found difficult to divorce City government 
from party control. The business of the 
Municipal corporation is to manage certain 
interests in which the people have a common 
concern, and the sole need is honesty and 
efficiency in the conduct of that business, 
The citizens want clean, well-paved, and 
well-lighted streets. . They want an efficient 
Police for the security of person and prop- 
erty. They want convenient and commodi- 
ous docks for the accommodation of traffic, 
and demand honesty and economy in their 
management. They want intelligence and 
efficiency in the administration of parks and 
public grounds. In short, what their wishes 
and their interests alike demand is a con- 
duct of Municipal affairs in a business-like 
way which shall give;them the best 
results at the smallest cost. .To serve this 
they only need to select the agents and in- 
struments necessary for the work on busi- 
ness principles. All this is sufficiently ob- 
vious, and it is also plain enough that the 
political principles which divide men into 
parties are in no way involved in the task 
of making an intelligent selection of officers 
and employes for the work which we call 
government in cities. 

Notwithstanding that all this is quite man- 
ifest and is generally admitted by intelligent 
citizens of all parties, it is found to be a dif- 
ficult matter to prevent Muricipal adminis- 
tration from being involved in the schemes 
of politicians. The difficulty in this City 
springs from several causes. In the first 
place, parties have a perpetual organization 
adapted to their work, and those who are 
active in them find the most ready and 
profitable field for . their - efforts in 
the direction of Municipal affairs. They are 
eager for the control of local offices and pat- 
ronage, which they make useful auxiliaries 
to their general political work. They have 
the machinery of political management in 
their hands, and they have the incentive for 
zealous effort to make it subservient to their 
purposes in what they call local politics. It’ 
is impossible to induce them willingly to 
yield the advantage which they hold, and it 
is difficult to overcome it. Moreover, po- 
litical predilections are so strong with 
most men that they do~ not. find 
it easy in ordinary times to forego 
them in a field which does not belong to poli- 
tics but which has always been occupied by 
politicians. They are apt to consider party 
affiliations in the choice of Municipal officers 
as not altogether without significance. But 
one great reason for this state of feeling is to 
be found in the fact that the contention has 
usually been between parties struggling 
with each other for control, the choice being 
confined to their candidates. Added to these 
difficulties has been a habitual indifference 
and lack of public spirit among those 
capable of exercising the largest influence 
upon local affairs and having the largest 
interest in their proper management. 

The experiment has never been fairly 
tried of endeavoring to secure a purely non- 
partisan and business-like administration of 
Municinal concerns, How far the people 
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will support such an attempt has never been 
squarely put to the test. It may be thatif the 
opportunity is presented to them of voting for 
candidates whose qualifications are beyond 
question, and with whose nomination party 
politics has no connection or significance, 
they will give them the support which rea- 
son and self-interest dictate. The experi- 
ment is worth trying at some little cost in 
labor and pecuniary outlay, and there could 
be no better time for it than the present. 
Conditions are specially favorable because 
it is easier now than in more excited 
campaigns to separate the interest of 
the citizen in national questions and in 
State issues from his interest in Muni- 
icipal government. If there is a genuine 
Citizens’ ticket in the field it will be in no 
way complicated with the State or the Con- 
gressional canvass. It can be voted sepa- 
rately and with no reference to general po- 
litical preferences. We are not sure that it 
would not be an advantage to have it en- 
tirely free from party indorsement from 
either side. It would, at least, afford an 
opportunity for taking an accurate meas- 
ure of the forces contending for mastery. 
It would enable us to know what proportion 
of the people of the City are willing that its 
affairs should be placed in the keeping of 
the combination of Democratic factions 
with their corrupt bargains and selfish pur- 
poses, what proportion were disposed to 
throw away their votes in support of the 
idea that the Republican Party as such 
ought to control the Municipal Government, 
and what proportion believe that it ought to 
be administered asa business trust by men 
selected for their fitness and without refer- 
ence to party. 

Wedo not overlook the practical difficulty 
presented by the lack of complete organiza- 
tion and the shortness of the time between 
now and the election. There are something 
like 200,000 voters in the City, nine-tenths 
of whom may possibly qualify by register- 
ing. Their votes will be cast at between 
600 and 700 polling-places. There is the 
need of placing ballots in their hands on or 
before the day of election. There should 
also be a representation of the Citizens’ 
cause at the polls in the interest of 
an honest count. It is not impossible 
by a good deal of labor and a moderate ex- 
pense to place the Citizens’ ticket in the 
hands of every registered voter through dis- 
tribution by messenger before the morning 
of election day, if necessary, and it ought 
not to be impossible to secure in each elec- 
tion district the attendance of two good men 
at the polling-places to watch the interests 
ot the Citizens’ movement. The work can- 
not be done without energetic and zealous 
effort, but the difficulty is not so great that 
it should be allowed to imperil an experi- 
ment fraught with so much importance to 
the City and all its interests. 
PROHIBITION IN OHIO AND PENN- 

SYLVANIA. 

The Legislatures of Ohio and Pennsylva- 
nia will be asked at their next session to pre- 
pare and submit to the people constitu- 
tional amendments absolutely prohibiting 
the manufacture and sale within the State 
limits of intoxicating drinks of all kinds. 
Active and_ well-organized ' movements 
in support of this extreme form of prohibi- 
tion are already under way in those States, 
and it is said that the legislators will be sub- 
jected ‘to such an amount of petition and 
pressure as to compel their respectful atten- 
tion, if not their assent, to. the plans 
of « the temperance » reformers. The 
Ohio ; opponents: of ? the _ liquor : traffic 
cannot’ be said ~ to * lack - courage. 
The saloon men would probably call it au- 
dacity, if not by the less agreeable name of 
fanaticism. The impression is widely prevy- 
alent that the rooted dislike of a large part 
of the citizens of Ohio to any sort of med- 
dling with their personal liberty of action in 
the matter of intoxicating drinks contributed 
largely to the defeat of the Republican 
Party at the recent election in that State. 
The liquor issue was before the people, but 
not alone. Party questions of a national 
character also entered into the contest to a 
degree and with an effect not easily measured, 
but in sufficient force to scatter and diminish 
the influence at the polls of those classes 
who, upon aclearly defined issue between 
free liquor and restriction, would be found 
supporting the latter. While the temperance 
people may claim that their friends are in 
the majority, therefore, the unpleasant fact 
remains that their enemies are just now 
making a similar claim, with much better 
practical evidence of its validity. 


The Democratic and saloon-keepers’ ma- 
jority of some 18,000 would make temper- 
ance reform an up-hill business in Ohio, 
even if it were of a moderate and liberal 
character. But the reforms proposed by the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union are 
by no means moderate. One of the leading 
officers of the union says that the Legisla- 
ture will be asked this Winter to submit to 
the people at the next election a constitu- 
tional amendment ‘‘ absolutely prohibiting 
the : manufacture, | importation, . or sale 
of any alcoholic beverages in Ohio.’ 
Some 15,000 petitions, from every city and 
village in the State, signed by ‘‘every man, 
woman, and child who can be prevailed on 
to sign,’’ will be poured into the Legislature 
in support of the proposed amendment, and 
a ‘temperance sentiment’’ of such imposing 
proportions will be created that ‘‘even the 
politicians can ' understand’ | its mean- 
ing. . If the time chosen © for _ this 
new. agitation. is, as it “seems to 
be, somewhat unfavorable, the © radical 
character of the measure to the advocacy 
of which the union will devote its energies 
is certainly against its success. A law im- 
posing reasonable restrictions upon the 
liquor traffic might be passed in Ohio and 
enforced with such measure of success as 
has attended similar efforts in other com- 
munities. But experience of the nature of 
man and observation of his behavior under 
prohibition of so sweeping a character as 
that proposed in Ohio does not warrant the 
conclusion that it is either wise or prac- 
ticable. 

The Constitution of the State of Ohio, 
owing to an unfortunate assumption of in- 
fallibility and wisdom good for all time on 
the part of its framers, forbids the issue 
of licenses to sell liquor. The Legis- 
lature is therefore shut up to measures 
of a prohibitory character. Its recent 
attempts at this kind of law-making 


have failed. The law imposing a tax | sided nolitical campaign the batteries of the 


upon saloon-keepers was declared unconsti- 
tutional, being in the nature of a license law, 
and the law against Sunday selling was 
openly disregarded. ‘Yet, mm the face of this 
very recent failure of a mild form of restric- 
tion, the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union is organizing fora campaign for the 
extremest form of prohibition. Even timid 
prophets will not hesitate to predict their 
failure either to get their amendment adopt- 
ed or to make the people obey it. - 


Temperance organizations with a similar 
aim are at work in Pennsylvania. Candi- 
dates for the Assembly are being asked to 
put themselves on record on the question of 
a constitutional amendment like that for 
which the Ohio Woman’s Union is la- 
boring. Against these radical reformers 
the liquor men, organized into Personal 
Liberty Protective Associations in vari- 
ous parts of the State, are up in arms, 
and a very lively agitation of the issue is ‘in 
prospect. A movement for absolute pro- 
hibition is certainly not more likely to suc- 
ceed in Pennsylvania than in Ohio. If there 
be any difference in the prevalence of total 
abstinence among the citizens of the two 
States, it is notin favor of the Pennsylvanians, 
But the outlook for the prohibition people 
is about equally unfavorable in both States. 
Granting that they may be successful in 
altering the organic law in accordance with 
their ideas, they will by no means have won 
the fight then. The hardest part of their re- 
form will be the enforcement of the law, 
and all experience teaches that either by 
open defiance or covert evasion such laws 
soon become a dead letter. 


THE CANVASS IN UTAH. 


The political canvass now in progress in the 
Territory of Utah is certainly unique in its 
way. The campaign is conducted in the in- 
terest of two candidates for Congress, the 
Mormons being represented by Mr. Carn 
and the anti-Mormons by Mr. VAN ZILE. 
The Mormon candidate, although a be- 
liever in polygamist practices, (as all honest 
Mormons must be,) is a monogamist, (as a 
Deleg ate to Congress must be.) It was once 
the custom of the Mormons to send a monog- 
amist in practice to represent them in 
Congress, and it was reasonably supposed 
that this was part of the settled policy of the 
Mormons. They were anxious to avoid any 
offensive flaunting of their ‘‘ peculiar in- 
stitution’’ in Congress, Mr. Hoopsr, the 
amiable and urbane old gentleman who long 
represented Utah in the House, was a rigid 
Mormon, but he was the husband of only 
one wife. - CANNON, an aggressive and com- 
bative man, represented the later and more 
audacious temper of the Mormons. He is 
a polygamist, a Mormon propagandist, and 
an exponent of the most advanced notions 
of the group of younger men who have suc- 
ceeded Brigham Youna in the councils of 
the Church of the Latter Day Saints. 


With the exclusion of Cannon from the 
House of Representatives, on the sole ground 
of his being a polygamist, came a radical 
change in the politics of Utah. The passage 
of the bill to reorganize the political system 
of the Territory and the adoption of a reso- 
lution by the House that no polygamist 
should be — entitled to a. seat among 
the « Representatives “of the » States and 
Territories -- were ~ both measures of 
extreme importance » to the citizens 
of Utah. * But it is very doubtfui if either 
of these events caused so profound an im- 
pression in Utah as the failure of Cannon 
to secure the seat to which he had unques- 
tionably been elected. ~ CAMPBELL, the anti- 
Mormon candidate, based his claim on the 
fact that he was the only “‘ eligible’ candi- 
date voted for, although he received a small 
minority of ; all the * votes cast. But 
the House 4 decided » that the * ineligi- 
bility of the ' person receiving the larger 
number of votes ~ could not affect the 
rights or qualifications of the person receiv- 
ing a minority of ‘all the votes cast. . Camp- 
BELL was ruled out because he did not re- 
ceive a,majority of all the votes’ cast. 
CANNON was ruled out because he was a 
polygamist. * This was the real meaning of 
the final decision of the House. * The enact- 
ment of the new law and the adoption of 
the House | resolution ‘ against ° polygamist 
claimants , for. seats ‘were both . in« the 
nature of fulminations against Mormonism. 
The Mormons had become accustomed to 
these terrors. . They could afford to appear 
to care nothing for these things. , But the 
exclusion'of Cannon, after he had more 
than once been admitted to a seat, while he 
had the stain of polygamy conspicuously 
upon him, was an act that convinced the 
Mormons that Congress was at last seriously 
in earnest in its resolution to proscribe and 
crush out polygamy in Utah. 


Under conditions like these the political 
canvass in Utah has been opened. . The 
commission appointed under the new law of 
Congress is slowly proceeding with its work 
of reorganizing the system of government 
which now prevails in Utah. Under the 
reorganized government, polygamists cannot 
hold office or vote for candidates for any 
office ‘recognized by the laws * of * the 
Territory or by the laws of the United 
States. .In the canvass for Delegate. to 
Congress under the old condition of things 
politics could not have been found. * The 
Mormon hierarchy selected its candidate. 
He was elected by the Mormons, who are 
largely in a majority in the Territory, 
CANNON having received 18,568 votes to 
1,857 cast for CAMPBELL, in 1880. To con- 
form to the law as it now stands, the Mor- 
mons have nominated a monogamist, and 
they are making an appeal to the generosity 
and fairness of the non-Mormon voters in 
his behalf. Under the old régime, a po- 
litical meeting was unknown among the 
Mormons. There was no necessity for 
making a canvass in aid of a candidate who 
entered the lists with the blessing and seal 
of the priesthood. His election was pre- 
ordained. All this is changed. The Mor- 
mons held in Salt Lake City, Oct. 21, the 
first political meeting ever organized or ap- 
proved by them. It was a meeting to urge 
the claims of their candidate, Mr. Carn. It 
is unlikely that the abstract merits of Mor- 
monism, or of any institution of the Mor- 
mons, will enter into the discussion, so far 
as Mr. Catn’s friends are concerned. The 
supporters of Carn, while denouncing their 
persecutors, (as Mr. CANNON did last week,) 
will carefully avoid importing any “re- 
ligious’’ question into the canvass. 


It is easy to see, then, that in this one- 
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Anti-Mormons will be directed against the 
abuses and pretensions of the Mormon 
Church, while the other side must content 
itself with a protest against persecution and 
a general extolling of the qualifications of the 
Mormon candidate. There can hardly be a 
question as to the result of the canvass. Very 
few votes will be gained for Cain from the 
anti-Mormon party. Possibly many votes will 
be cast for Van ZiLE by discontented 
Mormons. And it is asserted by those who 
are in a position to understand the political 
situation in Utah that the full “ Gentile’ 
strength has never yet been shown at the 
polls. The hopelessness of the struggle has 
deterred many anti-Mormons from voting at 
all. Precisely what effect the disfranchise- 
ment of polygamists will have upon parties 
in Utah is yet to be determined. The re- 
sults of the canvass will be awaited with 
lively curiosity by all classes of our fellow- 


citizens.

CORBIN AND THE DRAGON. 


What has become of Mr. Corsin? In 
the days when he was a wicked railway 
monopolist, so hardened and reckless that 
he even raised his hand against the Esrars 
and threatened to take away the trains from 
Garden City, no one had any difficulty in 
finding him. Now, however, that he has 
become the best man—with the possible ex- 
ception of Mr. R. B. Hayrs—who ever 
lived; a man who.has made the Long 
Island Railroad one of the best roads 
in the country, and has actually accom- 
plished the unparalleled feat of making 
it pay dividends; a man whose one object 
in life is to do good to the Long Islanders 
and to make the island a close copy of the 
original Paradise, with snakes strictly ex- 
cluded, Mr. Corsrn is missing. It is true 
that as yet no systematic search has been 
made for him, and there is no Long Islander 
who can positively swear that Mr. Corsry 
is either dead or gone to Europe, neverthe- 
less, the simple fact that a terrible calamity 
has fallen upon Long Island, and that the 
good Corsrn has not flown to the rescue, 
cannot but lead to the belief that he is no 
longer where he can hear the cry of the suf- 
fering Long Islanders. 

Some time ago a new express company 
undertook to carry trunks and packages for 
the Long Islanders. Up to that time the 
express business in connection with the 
Long Island Railroad had been managed by 
a variety of ‘‘ Dodd” known as ‘‘ Westcott.”’ 
The new express company drove out ‘‘ West- 
cott’’. and then suddenly raised its prices 
to an extent that a conscientious Sicilian 
bandit would have thought injudicious and 
grasping. 

Before the Long Islanders fully compre- 
hended the purpose of their new enemy they 
tound themselves entirely in its power. The 
new express company adopted a system of 
charges which will reduce Long Island to 
beggary within the next twelve months. For 
carrying a small trunk from Long Island 
City to Jamaica the express company charges 
seventy-five cents. The distance from Long 
Island City to Jamaica is not quiteten miles, 
and were a similar rate of charges to be 
adopted on the Hudson River Road it would 
cost between ten and eleven dollars to send 
a trunk by express from here to Albany. 
For carrying a trunk from Long Island City 
to Garden City the Long Island Express 
Company charges eighty cents, and only 
VANDERBILT or JAY Goutp is rich enough 
to afford to have a trunk expressed from 
New-York to Sag Harbor. —— 

Now, cheap or modest express charges are 
one‘ of the necessary conditions of sub- 
urban life.. It is in vain that the f good 
CorsIN carries the people of Jamaica or 
Garden City or Babylon in comfortable cars 
over a safe and smooth railway unless the 
residents of these and’ other Long Island 
towns can be reasonably well served by an 
express company the managers of’ which 
have some slight belief in the immortality of 
the soul. If it costs the Jamaican seventy-five 
cents to send a basket of grapes to a friend 
in the City; if the Garden Citizen cannot 
have a package containing a pair of new 
boots 4 sent . to « him ~ for: than 
eighty * cents, and if ' the - Babylonian, 
the Patchoguer, the Yaphankian, and the 
Ponquoguite have to pay the express charges 
on a basket of peaches by giving the com- 
pany one-half the amount in certified checks 
and the other inthe shape of bonds and 
mortgages, Long Island will never | be 
‘built up,”” no matter how earnestly. the 
good CorBIN may work. } The express com- 
pany will undo all that the good CorsIn 
has done. It will pull down by night what 
he has laboriously built up by day, and will 
reduce the island to a wilderness howling 
with express. agents. seeking in vain for 
further victims.

No one can believe for a moment that the 
good CokBINn would quietly permit the vitals 
of Long Island to be torn by an insatiate ex- 
press company were he aware of this state of 
things. . That an express company should 
venture . to charge more for: a_ trunk 
than the railway company © charges for 
a passenger would fill . him with. in- 
dignation and loathing. If he had the 
least idea of the sufferings of the Long Isl- 
anders and of the ruin which threatens the 
towns which he has set his benevolent heart 
upon “building up,”’ he would personally 
undertake to wheel trunks free of cost in a 
private wheelbarrow all over {the island 
rather than permit the express: company to 
pursue its baleful career. 


As Mr. Corstn has not yet interfered, it is 
evident that he knows nothing of the Long 
Island Express Company. - This ignorance 
can be explained only on,the assumption that 
he is dead or that he is absent from the 
country. In either case, the situation of the 
Long Islanders seems nearly hopeless. Of 
course those of them that live under and 
put their trust in the Estats can never be 
hopeless, for sooner or later the Estate will 
come up to the help of its pious servants 
who cannot bring frankincense or myrrh to 
Garden City without paying for it at the 
rate of eighty cents per package, but as for 
the rest of Long Island, it must inevitably 
be depopulated in a very short time. If the 
good Corstn is still alive, and if he learns 
of the oppressions of the express company 
before it is too late, Long Island may yet 
be saved; but already the alms-houses are 
crowded with men who, a fortnight since, 
were in comfortable circumstances, but who, 
having had three or four packages sent to them 
by express, are now utterly penniless. Let 
us hope that Mr. Corbin is where the cry of, 


the wretched Long Islanders can reach him, 
and that he will deal with the express com- 
pany as promptly and thoroughly as Sr. 
GeorGE dealt with another and earlier 
dragon. 


The Eighth Episcopal Church Congress be- 
gins its four days’ session this morning in Rich- 
mond, Va. Heretofore it has visited the large cities 
of the Eastern and Middle States, though once it 
ventured as far West as Cincinnati. This is the 
first time it has gone South. Its programme of dis- 
cussion recognizes the geographical situation in 
the choice of the “Relations of the Church to the 
Colored Race,’’ on which topic the writers will be 
Bishop Howe, of South Carolina; the Rev. J. E. C. 
Smepes, of Raleigh; the Rev. Henry Dunuop, of 
Savannah; Dr. J. L. Tucker, of Mississippi, and 
the Rev. Dr. J. 8. Hanexer, of Virginia. What 
may be sald on this subject will be of general in- 
terest. “*The Position and Work of the Laity in 
the Church,” will be considered by Dr. Gzoncx C.

Bishop PreTerxin, of Western 
Virginia: Dr. Courtney, of Boston; Dr. Huntine- 
Ton, of Worcester, Mass.; the Rev. S. D. McCon- 
NELL, Of Philadelphia, and the Rev. D. H. Greer, 
of Providence, will speak or read essays on “The 
Priestly and Prophetic Functions of the Christian 
Ministry.” On the “ Powers of Standing Cimmit- 
tees,” the Rev. Hari Harrison, of Maryland, and 
Dr. Jonn Furton, of St. Louis, are the writers, 
and Dr. Goopwin and the Rey. Grorez C. Crr- 
RIE, both of Piladelphia: Mr. RanpoLra Barron, 
of Baltimore, and Judge Suarrney, of Virginia, 
are the speakers. A burning topic will be “The 
Inspiration of the Scriptures,” Dr. C. H. Hatt, of 
Brooklyn; Dr. Garpner, of Connecticut, and Dr. 
A. M. Ranpotres, of Baltimore furnishing the 
essays;and Dr. Rrxanog, of this City; the Rev. 
James Havucuton, of Yonkers, and Mr. W. R. Arn-

The last day of the session (Friday) will be the best. 
Dr. Henry C. Porrer and Mr. Caaruzs H. Kircu-

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There can be no doubt that the Sheriff’s 
office needs to be overhauled and purified, and 
there can also be no doubt that ALzExanpeR V 
Davyipson is not the man to overhaul and purify 
it.

He would be trusted by them to 
do the right thing for himself and for them. He 
has had a proper training to this end, for he wasa 
careful observer of the methods of politicians in 
the days of the “Tweed Ring,” when he divided 
his attention between politics and the means of 
making money out of base-ball games. He was 
Treasurer of the Mutual Base-ball Club, and as 
such was intimately connected with what 
was known as ‘“‘hippodroming.” £ When “hip- 
podroming”’ in base-ball became unprofitable, 
Davipson again went into politics, becoming Clerk 
of. the Marine Court, from which post he did not 
retire ina blaze of glory. Aftera brief period of 
attention to private business he again appeared be- 
fore the public as the Order of Arrest Clerk in the 
Sheriff's office, under Peter Bowr. THE Tres 
has already had something to say about the 
methods which have been pursued in the Order 
of Arrest . Bureau, both before and during 
Davipson's } incumbeney as Clerk. One does 
not need’ to go far to find evidence that 
ALEXANDER VY. Davrpson, as such Clerk, has not 
done his duty to the public. What else can be 
thought of a public officer who gives a palpably 
untrue reason for not doing what his superiors 
have direeted him todo? Does any reader of Tue 
Times recall the fact that there was an insurrec- 
tion on the East Side of this City about two years 
ago; that people rose in arms in the Nineteenth 
Ward, and declared that blood would flow ifa 
certain Max STEINERT were arrested on a Supreme 
Court attachment for barefaced fraud? Undoubt- 
edly, no one does! Yet ALEXANDER VY. Davipson, 
to avoid punishment for contempt of court in 
failing to arrest SterneRt, presented affidavits set- 
ting forth that a mob attacked every Sheriff's 
officer who appeared in the vicinity of Third-ave- 
nue and Fifty-seventh-street, and held itself in 
readiness to annihilate any force that was sent to 
capture Sternert. Strangely enough, the Police 
were never informed of this sad state of affairs. 
The truth of the matter was that Srzinsrr was 
allowed immunity because he and his relatives 
were influential Democratic politicians, and the 
story of mobs and insurrection was only conjured 
up when ALEXANDER V. Davipson, who hopes to 
be Sheriff, and Jorn O. Stevens, who expeets to 
remain Under Sheriff, found that they must have 
some excuse to present to the court.

The opening of such aschool of medicine 
and the medical sciences as the Polyclinic, with 
such specialists in their departments as LeamIna, 
WretH, Hamrtton, GRUENING, WeExsTER, and 
others as members of the Faculty,is more sig- 
nificant in its way than the foundation of the 
New-York School for Post-Graduate Instruction, 
which has just taken form under the com- 
bined efforts of Dr. Roosa, Prof. Ham- 
MOND, Dr... Lirrzn, Montrose A.. PALiwen, 
and other  coadjutors, although both © occupy 
substantially the same field and are intended 
to meet the same demand—that of post-gradu- 
ates in medicine for a more thorough training 
in the specialties than can be obtained under the 
conditions of ordinary medical training. The lat- 
ter, as is well known, nad its origin in the disagree- 
ment and secession of the members of the so-ealled 
post-graduate faculty of the medical department 
of the university, and may be supposed to repre- 
sent something of a spirit of antagonism—not the 
highest possible motive for the establishment of a 
school of medicine: while the former may take 
rank as a bold, deliberate, and decided move- 
ment in the direction of a higher standard. 
How many bearers the lectures will command 
is an interesting question, and one that will tend 
to solve the problem whether the agitation that 
has been going on for the last few years has the 
concurrence of any large minority of the profes- 
sion. This question {s not to be answered practi- 
cally by expressions of opinion in the medical 
press, but by the numerical support that the move- 
ment receives. There are now in reality three 
post-graduate faculties of medicine in this City, 
namely, the two just mentioned and the incom- 
plete and fragmentary one connected with the 
university, whose results during its career of a few 
years only have not given very brilliant promise of 
success. Possibly underlying causes not obvious 
to the casual observer may have operated to pre- 
vent and dwarf the development of the Idea at the 
university; but the outlook for the new ventures is 
at first giance discouraging. It looks, indeed, as 
though the mass of medical graduates were more 
anxious to get through and commence practicing 
than to obtain the highest possible preparation for 
that function, and if the opening of these schools 
serves to test the question, even hough they finally 
fail, the lesson will te one of the highest value.

Academy of Sciences, which is so soon to take 
lace af Columbia College. ia this City, besides a

programme of papers of the highest scientific in« 
terest, will have before it a report of some impor« 
tance bearing upon the quality and wholesomenesg 
of the beer brewed and consumed in the United 
States. How exhaustive the report will be, and 
whether merely preliminary to 4 fuller inquiry, is 
something that cannot be announced untit the 
members of the committee have consulted: but it 
is, in the abstract, an encouraging indication of 
the strong hold that the probems of sanitation 
and of public medicine have taken on our ablest 
scientific minds to hear such a report announced 
by such a body. There are several questions of 
the highest public importance in this field that 
can only be answered satisfactorily by such an as: 
sociation as the National Academy, which, witb 
some modifications, aims to fill the same authorita- 
tive function here that the Academie des Sciences 
occupies In the European literature of scientific in- 
quirv. Hitherto, perhaps, its work has been rather 
too exclusively confined to the remoter abstrac 
tions of physics, astronomy, geology, biology, &c., 
and such inquiries must, in the nature of the case, 
form the staple of its papers. Indeed, its meetineg 
are too Infrequent to admit of tne large scope and 
extended outlook enjoyed by its European proto- 
type, the large area from which its members are 
gathered rendering monthly or quarterly meetings 
impracticable on account of traveling expenses, 
One should be thankful, therefore, for occasional 
work of a practical kind, and, after all, the New- 
York Academy supplements the labors of the na- 
tional institution with such ability that more fre 
quent meetings are hardly necessary.

THE ITALIAN OPERA. 

Any one who judges Verdi by his “ AYda” 
and had never neard nis earlier works would not 
recognize the same hand in the composition of 
“ Rigoletto.” Yet rousical students will see much 
of the same spirit. which is marked by vigorous 
writing, technical knowledge, and that original 
fund of melody which supplies the cavatinas of the 
one opera and the declamatory phrases of the oth- 
er. Asanexponent of Verdi's first methods, be- 
fore he had abandoned the ideas of the strictest 
Italian school, ‘' Rigoletto” stands pre-eminent. 
The story of the “Fool's Kevenge” affords 
every opportunity for strong dramatic effect, 
and the composer took advantage of it 
to do somo of the best work he has ever con- 
tributed to the stage. To have written the great 
quartet, which is known the world over as “‘ the 
Rigoletto Quartet,” is enough to give the stamp of 
authority to the opera, and in addition to this 
there is so much of beautiful melody and of 
really powerful, effective composition that it is no 
wonder “ Rigoletto” retains its hold in the best 
popular estimation. As to its performance last 
night there is less to say in commendation than 
was to be expected. There was, on the whole, a 
lack of spirit in the ensemble, and, notwithstand- 
ing individual excellences, it must be confessed 
that the representation was by no means equal 
to many that have been heard in New-York. 
Signor Galassi’s Rigoletto was conspicuous for the 
elegance of the delivery of the music and the pa: 
thetic quality of his action. The r5le is one of his 
best, and has been so often praised for its manl- 
fest power that it is hardly necessary to add tu the 
tributes he has before received. From his first 
aria, “ Deh, non parlare al misero,” in the subse 
quent duet, ‘* Veglia, o donna,” and the latter 
scenes he was as good as everand gavean ar 
tistic flavor to the performance. Mme. Zagury’s 
Gilda, the second réle in which ste has 
been heard here, is perhaps not of as much 
vocal excellence as her Elvira, in “* Puritani.” 
There was decided merit init from the singer’s 
point of view, but her action lackea the warmth 
and expression that belongs toa mistress of the 
dramatic art, and consequently her singing did not 
go for all it was worth. The cavatina “Cara 
nome” was carefully and intelligently sung, and 
at the conclusion of the act the prima donna was 
three times recalled. Candidly speaking, Mme, 
Zagury’s Gilda has little of the elements of 
greatness, and does not create a thrill of ex: 
citement, but it is a meritorious achievement 
for which she is entitled to considerable 
credit. Before the third act the management re- 
quested the indulgence of the audience in behalf 
of Mile. Lauri, the Maddaiena of the evening, wha 
had risen from a sick bed to perform her rdle, sa 
courtesy forbids any special mention of her ap- 
pearance. Signor Ravelli’s Duke was a fairly good 
representation, and seemed to meet with popular 
favor. There is no doubt that, much asthis artist 
has to learn, he has greatly improved of late, and 
with the advantage of a beautiful, pure tenoz 
voice is sure to win a prominent position, if 
he continues to advance, in his profession, 
He sang “E ‘il sol del’ anima” and “Questa 
© Quella” with good expression, and was 
of course encored in the ‘ La Donna e’ Mobile.” 


The quartette was, kowever, a disappointment, 
and has been often much better sung by concert 
companies of no great pretensions. Signor Ra- 
velli’s * Bella Figlia” started it poorly, and from 
that point it degenerated into a noisy contest be- 
tween the soprano, tenor, and baritone, the con. 
tralto being inaudible. The material was present, 
but for some reason the spirit was wanting. j 

To-morrow night “ William Tell” will be repeated, 
when Signor Mierzwinski will make his second ap- 
pearance as Arnoldo, the other members of the 
east being Signor Galassi, Signor Costa, Miss Emma 
Juch, and Mile.

REPUBLICAN GAINS IN CONGRESS. 

MEN EXPECTED. 

A GOOD FIGHT AGAINST BOURBONISM IN 
PROGRESS—FOUR AND POSSIBLY 8IX RE- 
PUBLICAN REPRESENTATIVES LIKELY TO 
BE ELECTED. 

LovisviLue, Ky., Oct. 23.—That the Re- 
publicans of Kentucky mean to do ail in their 
power to keep the Bourbons from controlling 
the next House of Representatives is shown by 
the earnest, faithful and united work they are 
doing in every Congressional district in the 
State where they have a fighting chance. The 
Democrats have been obstreperous in their 
boasts since the Ohio election, and the Chair- 
man of the Democratic State Committee 
told a reporter in Chicago the other 
day that Kentucky would send a solid Bour- 
bon delegation to Congress. The fact is, how- 
aver, that the Ohio election has not the slight- 
est significance so far as Kentucky is con- 
cerned, and the result in West Virginia is 
much more indicative of the situation here, 
In the former State a moral question, which 
had no connection whatever with politics, was 


injected into the canvass by ill-advised party 

‘leaders, and the result was determined by 
anything but party issues, In West Virginia, 
on the contrary, the fight, like that in Ken- 
tucky, wasa plain contest between the two 
parties, and the gain of one, and perhaps two, 
Republican Congressmen is looked upon as a 
most cheering and encouraging sign by the 
party in this State. 

The election for Clerk of the Court of Ap- 
peals, in August, in which the reform candi- 

ate was defeated by 40,000 majority, showed 
a wonderfully large Independent vote. The 
returns show conclusively that not 50,000 Re- 
publican votes were polled for Gov. Jacob, 
while nearly 40,000 Democrats bolted the 
Bourbon ticket. The losses in the Republican 
counties of Christian, Fayette, Jessamine, and 
Garrard alone amounted to over 20,000 votes, 
ali owing to the short-sighted policy of the 
Stalwart leaders, and if this vote had been 
polled for Jacob he would have been elected. 
In the coming Congressional election there 
are no differences among the Kepublicans, 
and a good share of the Independent votes 
rast for Jacob in August will go against the 
Bourbon candidates in November. 

There have always been districts in Ken- 
tucky which the Republicans could have car- 
ried by good organization and courageous 
work, and the greedy gerrymandering of the 
tast Democratic Legislature, by which they 
pxpected to take all the districts, has weakened 
their hold on several, and in all these the Re- 
pe gr have a good fighting chance, Inthe 

‘rst, Oscar Turner’s district, the old Gibral- 
tar of Bourbonism, the Republicans have an 
excellent opportunity. The regular Demo- 
crats, tired of being trampled upon by Turner, 
have put into the field against him an able 
and popular candidate, Judge Grace. He 
is making it hot for Oscar, and his 
friends say he will poll more votes than the 
latter. The total Democratic vote in the dis- 
trict in 1880, when an unusually large vote 
was polled, was about 15,000. Garfield’s vote 
was 8,254. The Republicans have a strong 
randidate in Henry H. Houston, and if the 
Republican vote is fully brought out he can be 
elected. The Second District is hopelessly 
Democratic, though there is a large Inde- 
pendent element there that may assert itself in 
the future. In the Third District, in which the 
Democratic majority in 18:0 was less than 
1,000, the Republican candidate is making a 
gallant fight. His name is W. Godfrey 
Hunter, and personally he is the most 
popular man in the district. His opponent 
is an old fogy Bourbon without popularity and 
incapable of making a respectable speech, and 
his friends have no confidence in his ability 
to make a successful canvass. This is shown 
by the fact that they have sent all their best 
speakers to help him. Unbiased outsiders 
redict Hunter’s election by a round majority. 
he Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, and Seventh Dis- 
tricts are as hopelessas the First Ward in 
New-York, but in the Eighth, where the Dem- 
ocrats expected a walk-over, Mr. Phil Thomp- 
son has discovered that his hands are more 
than full, and if he gets through it will be by 
the ‘skin of his teeth.’’ R. L. Ewell, the Re- 
publican candidate, is an able lawyer, an elo- 
guent oratcer, a popular citizen, and a member 
of the Campbellite Church, which is the 
strongest religious organization in the district, 
and which is giving him targe and unexpected 
support. He hasa majority of only 1,500 to 
wipe out, and he will come down from the 
mountain counties like an avalanche, needing 
oniy the full Republican strength of Shelby 
and Spencer Counties to carry him triumph- 
antly through. 

In the Ninth District Hurt, the Democratic 
zandidate, isan accidental nominee, being a 
iort of compromise candidate between two 
factions and acceptable to neither. Capt. W. 
W. Culbertson, the Republican contestant, is 
an energetic and popular business man, and is 
making a thorough canvass. The district is 
paturally Republican, and it adjoins West 
Virginia, where the Republicans have just had 
their ** boom ;’’ so Capt. Culbertson has every- 
thing in his favor. In the Tenth District Mr. 
John D. White, the present sole Representative 
of the Republicans from Kentucky, will be re- 
plected without any trouble, in spite of the 
fact that two Democratic counties have been 
sacked to his district to beat him. Mr. White 
is not the most acceptable Republican in the 
world, but he is infinitely preferabie toa Bour- 
bon. With his usual craftimess, he is 
running as an Independent candidate, and 
is thereby catching many floating votes. 
In the Eleventh District, Capt. D. R. Carr, a 
sensible, well-informed lawyer, a_ gallant 
Union soldier, who stands on a platform of in- 
telligent, consistent Republicanism, is opposed 
by Col. Frank Wolford, whois about as unfit 
for the duties of a Representative in Congress 
as any man who could have been found in the 
State. The Democratic majerity in 1880 was 
1,991, and, while Capt. Carr has long odds 
against him, he is very likely tocome gut 
ahead. 

Altogether, the Kentucly field is full of en- 
rouragement to Republicans. They are al- 
most certain of the Third, Ninth, and Tenta 
Districts, and have tbe best possible chances in 
the First, Eighth, and Eleventh Districts. A

GUITEAU’S MENTAL CONDITION. 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAU’S OPINION AGAINST 
A REPRIVE MADE PUBLIC. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The opinion of At- 
torney-General Brewster upon the papers pre- 
sented to the President last June, in support of an 
application for the appointment of a commission 
to consider the mental condition of the 
assassin Guiteau, and asking for a reprieve 
pending such investigation, was given to 
the press to-day. In this communication 
the Attorney-General Said that after a careful and 
thoughtful consideration of the whole question he 


could not recommend a reprieve. It was doubtful 
if the President, in Guiteau’s case, had the power 
to appoint such a commission. The case had been 
thoroughly and fairly tried. Abundant testimony 
was offered upon the question of sanity or insanity, 
and, in fact, that was the main and only issue 
and the only point contested. The evi- 
dence was overwhelmingly against the prisoner 
upon this very point of insanity. ‘The case was 
submitted to the jury by a Judge of acknowledged 
jJearning, in a charge that was calm, deliberate, and 
fair, and within one hour after that charge the 
jury found the prisoner guilty in manner and form 
as he stood indicted. For these reasons, the At- 
torney-General expressed a decided conviction 
that the requests submitted in the petitions ought 
not to be granted. Further than this, the Attorney- 
General maintained that the application had no 
legal status, and that since his trial, Guitean’s cause 
had been heard with deliberate care before the Su- 
preme Court of the District, which ordered judg- 
ment on the verdict, and that subsequently Justice 
Bradley, of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, had applauded the conduct of this court 
and refused a writ of habeas corpus. The opinion 
coneludes as follows: *‘ At the last hour you are 
asked to reprieve this justly condemned man, to 
investigate in an unusual, if not irregular. way a 
fact that has been solemnly determined by the con- 
stituted authorities of the law. I submit it ought 
not to be done. It will establish a dangerous prec- 
edent. It will shake the public confidence in the 
certainty and justice of the courts by substituting 
your will for the judgment of the law and its 
forums at the investigation of afew who assert 
that he was-and is insane, and who press their ap- 
plication contrary to the preponderance of the 
medical talent of this country, who believe the 
other way, and think him sane, as is admitted by 
one of the most conspicuous, earnest, and impor- 
tant of the petitioners.”

Foreign barley 
has been dull and rather weaker. Oats are un- 
changed. The imports of foreign oats have been 
moderate and prires are Is. better. Maize has im- 
sroved and there has beena further advance of 6d.; 
uyers are scarce on account of the high rates. The 
sales of English wheat during the past week were 
54,736 quarters at 39s.

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YOUNG DEMOCRATS DIVIVED. 
EDSON INDORSED DESPITE A STRONG FEEL- 
ING IN FAVOR OF CAMPBELL. 

A lively and noisy meeting of the Young 
Men’s Democratic Club was held at Ne. 19 West 
Twenty-fourth-street last night. Col, A. H. Rogers 
calied attention to the fact that a resolution of- 
fered by him indersing the nomination of Franklin 
Edson for Mayor was missing. He produced a 
copy of the document, and called it up for action. 
F. V. 8. Oliver spoke in favor of adopting the reso- 


lution. Mr. Robert A. Van Wyck earnestly op- 
posed the action proposed by the resolution. He 
said: “No matter what action you take 
here to-night, the edict has gone forth that 
Allan Campbell will be your next Mayor." 
John A, Foley and Kingman F. Page favored the 
jiudorsing of Mr. Edson’s nomination. Francis M. 
Scott said that he was tired of the star-chamber, 
back-door, drawing-out-of-a-hat union of the De- 
mocracy. ‘'There are many,” he said, ** who pro- 
pose to bolt the nomination of Mr. Edson, not 
because they think he is a bad or un- 
worthy man, but because they do not ap- 
prove the methods by which he was nominated.” 
Simon Sterne said that if the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic Club had any functions whatever to per- 
f rm, it was to hold high the principles of trae 
Democracy. The question on which the members of 
the club were called upon to vote was not one of 
principle, it was one of personal preferences. He 
was notin favorot baving the club indorse any can- 
didate for Mayor, but wanted the members left free 
to vote for whom they pleased. When Mr. Sterne al- 
luded to the nomination of Allan Campbeil by the 
Citizens’ Committee, there was a vigorous round 
of applause, which was repeated with redoubled 
earpestuess when the announcement was made that 
Mr, Campbell had accepted the nomination. Mr. 
Sterne denounced the ticket of the united Democ- 
racy as “‘the most infamous that has been pre- 
sented to the citizens of New-York in 10 years.” 
John A. Beall earnestly opposed the resolution. A 
motion to postpone consideration of the matter 
for one week was voted down by 65 naysto 84 
yeas. There are 800 members of theclub. The 
resolution was then adopted by 60 yeas, 27 nays. 
Mr. Robert A. Van Wyck said that, in view of the 
fact that only 80 per cent. of the members had 
voted, he would introduce a_ resolution, to be 
acted on at the next meeting, that the club indorse 
the nomination of Mr. Allan Campbell for Mayor. 
His resolution was accepted under the rules of the 
club, 
MR. FLOWER’S DECLINATION. 

The Hon. R. P. Flower was renominated for 
Congress in the Eleventh District by Tammany 
Hall, the County Democracy, and Irving Hall, and 
wrote to each deelining the nomination.

BROOKLYN POLITICAL NOTES, 


Ata meeting of the Jefferson Club, held at 
Jefferson Hall, Fulton and Adams streets, last 
evening, ex-District Attorney Samuel D. Morris 
announced that he was about to hire the Academy 
of Music in order to tell the people what he knew 
about the Democratic candidates on the county 
and city tickets, and the manner in which they 
were nominated. 

Henry Haaselmann, the nominee of the Brook- 
lyn Demecratic City Convention for City Auditor, 


sent a letter last evening to the Democratic Cam- 
paign Committec declining to accept the nomina- 
tion. Mr. Hanselmann declines on the ground of 
ill-health and pressure of business. The date at 
which the City Convention will be reconvened has 
not been determined. : 

The Fourth Congressional District Democratio 
Convention met yesterday in Military Hall, Brook- 
lyn, Eastern District, and after a stormy session 
nominated Mr, Felix Campbell. The nomination is 
the first defeat the Independent Democrats have 
been able to inflict on the Boss, who was said to 
have favored the renomination of Archibald M. 
Bliss. A resolution was passed denouncing the 
River and Harbor bill and censuring Bliss for his 
vote in favor of that measure. The vote on the 
final ballot stood: Campbell, 20; Bliss, 15. Bliss’s 
friends refused to make the nomination unanimous, 
Mr. Campbell is a native of Brooklyn, about 55 
years of age, and engaged inthe manufacture of 
steam-heating apparatus. He is one of the largest 
owners of real estate in Brooklyn. 

Well-attended Republican mass-meetings were 
held last eveaing in Latimer Hail, Court-street, and 
Music Hall, Flatbush and Fulton avenues, Brook- 
lyn. Messrs, Alexander Forman, A. G. McDonald, 
J. L. Jensen, and Col. Samuel Richards spoke at 
the Mneic Hall. Mr. Burton T. Beach was the prin- 
cipal speaker at Latimer Hall. 

An arrangement has been entered into by the 
Republicans and Independent Demorats to defeat 
Adolph Gubner, the ring Democratic candidate for 
Associate Justice of the Sessions. There are two 
Associate Justices, und the law requires that they 
belong to different political parties. Hence, a nom- 
ination has heretefore been equivalent to election. 

A year ago last Fall Gubner voted with the then 
Republican side Justice to let ex-Alderman and ex- 
Prize-fighter James Dunne off with a fine when he 
was convicted of brutally assaulting ex-District 
Attorney Morris. The side Justices overruled 
Judge Cullen, who desired to send Dunne to the 
penitentiary. The Republican nominew this year, 
James Savage, is pric'ically already elected. If 
the mass of the Re; uwodlicans join with the Inde- 
pendent Democrats iu voting for a Democrat other 
than Gubner the latter will not be the Democrat 
receiving the highest number of votes, and will, 
therefore, be defeated. 
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MRS. SCOVILLE ON THE STAND. 
Bae Ee 
REHEARSES THE EVENTS OF HER MAR- 
RIED LIFE—SCOVILLE’S JEALOUSY. 
CarcaGo, Oct. 25.—The examination into 
Mrs. Scoville’s mental condition was resumed in 
the County Court this morning. Dr. James G. 
Kiernan, of Chicago, testified that he had given 
special attention to mental and nervous diseases. 


He had attended Mrs. Scoville during the latter 
part of 1880. He believed her insane and an im- 
proper person for the care of achild. He also be- 
lieved ‘ ‘harles J. and John W. Guiteau were insane. 
He was one of the witnesses in the Guiteau trial. 
Dr. W. R. Lewis, a neighbor of the Scovilles. and 
at one time a boarder in the house with them, 
thought Mrs, Scoville’s changed manner of life and 
epileptic fits indicated insanity. 

At this point the prosecution rested their case, 
and Mrs. Scoville took the stand. Her testimony 
was a rehearsal of her married life and troubles 
which had resulted from the act of Guiteau. She 
considered Mr. Scoville & monomantiac on the sub- 
ject of moving, as he had moved six times in two 
years. He was also “off” on the subject of jeal- 
ousy. He objected to her keeping the same doctor 
any length of time for fear she should fall in 
love with him. Once he sat on the side 
of her bed all night, trying to make her sign a 
saper for their separation. John Scoville had told 

er that her husband had “put up a job” to 
get her into an insane asylum. Scoville had once 
asked her if she would be willing to be proved in- 
sane to save her brother. Scoville, she said, had 
once confessed to familiarity with married women, 
She denied ever having kissed the man Earlie. The 
hearing was then adjourned until to-morrow.

¢ A woman seldom has a harder ordeal to go 
through than Mrs. Langtry had on her arrival in 

‘America yesterday morning. ‘the steam-ship Ari- 

zona, that brought her across the ocean, bore down 

upon the coast late on Sunday night and felt her 

‘way slowly up to Quarantine, where daylight found 

her anchored. As much of daylicht, that is, as could 

aImake its way through a nasty cold fog that almost 
hid the shores of the Narrows from view. Every- 
thing about the ship was wet with the fog, the 
decks were slippery, and the steerage passengers 

(there seemed to be a few thousand of them on 

board) were muffled up to the chins. At 6 o’clock 


on such a morning as this, roused from sleep by 
the band on the reception boat playing ‘*God Save 
the Queen,” the beauty of England, the Lily of 
Jersey, was expected to come out on deck before 
breakfast and let a party of American managers 
and reporters and actors see what they thought 


of her. That sho eame out bravely, and in five 
minutes convinced everybody preseut that she de- 
served the reputation she has made was, perhaps, 
as great a triumph as any she has made before the 
turtain. She kept the party waiting for no elab- 
orate toilet. When she stepped out upon 
the hurricane deck and bowed lightly to 
Manager Abbey, she was as simple as 
B farmer’s daughter and as graceful as 
a Queen—if indeed Queens may be taken for mod- 
els of grace. If she knew that she had teeth like 
pearis and a complexion like new snow, she gave 
no indication of it. Just as she might have waiked 
Into her breakfast room at home and said good 
morning to her husband and his friends she walked 
out on deck and spoke to her critics. There was 
nothing in the least theatrical about her. She shook 
hands cordia!ly with everybody to whom she was 
introduced. and talked with them ail. Not after 
the manner of a2 spoiled beauty nor like a petted 
actress, but like a very sensible and intelligent 
woman. Her navy blue dress was a marvel of 
Diainness and neatness, and fitted her as closely as 
if it had been made of rubber. She wore no orna- 
menuts—not even acollar. If there were any faults 
to be found with her appearance or her manner 
they would have to be tound by a woman; no man 
could find them. 

The reception boat, the Laura M. Starin, drew 
up to the steamer’s side aud made fast. 
& rare party on her upper deck. Most of them 
had been up all night, or had snatched afew winks 
of sleep on the cots sent down from the Hotel 
Brunswick. Some of them, having been kept from 
their usual religious duties by the uncertainty of 
the steamer’s arrival, had finished Sunday and be- 
gun Monday at the walking-match.

He was dressed as probably no grown man in this 
world was ever dressed before.

The simple facts are 
that the securities of the Fort Worth and Denver 
Railway Company have been listed on the Stock Ex- 
change, and dealt in the saine as other securities, and 
are held and owned by a large number of people, 
mapy of them stockholders of this company. There 
certainly can be pu difficulty in their delivery, for 
I Know of several parties, who have bought both 
bonds and stock of that road on the boara, and upon 
inquiry I find they have reveived prompt delivery. | 
am informed the Governing Committee of the Stock 
Exchange, without notice or consultation with any of 
the officers of the railroad company, suspesded the 
stock—why ! is beyond comprenension. If, as stated, 
it was because someone offered for sale a security 
that he never had, and probably has no 
evidence’ that he is entitled to, aureeing 
to sell it below the market price, to d4liver when he 
received it, no doubt believing that he wou'd never 
have it for delivery, would iook to me like an effort to 
depress a security in an tllezitimate way. It seems to 
me such parties the Governing Committe should sus- 
end and not the stock. Iam sure when the Govern- 
ng Committee investigate the matter they will see 
that they have been imposed upon. Iam very truly 
yours, G. M. DODGE, President. 
The action taken by the Governors of the Stock 
Exchange and the circumstances which incited 
that action were reported in THe Times only after 


investigation. The authorities for the statements 
made in the article—"*‘ Jay Gould’s Latest Work’’— 
were gentlemen of prominence im Wall-street who 
are not given to the circulation of baseless 
stories. Gen. Dodge’s characterization of the 
report as “grossly false” is in_ strange 
conflict with the opinions held by Stock 
Exchange members who are popularly sup- 
posed to have more than passing information 
asto the ‘‘ deals’? made and attempted in Wall- 
street. Sneh gentlemen, smiling generously at the 
allegations of Gen. Dodge, summarized their com- 
ments in the remark: ‘ Dodge, you know, isan 
officer of the construction company.’’ Many were 
surprised that he should have been willing to in- 
dorse the statements contained in tha letter to 
which his name is signed. The wide difference in 
the quotations of the securities of the Fert Worth 
and Denver City Railroad Company. as sent out 
from the Stock Exchange, and the actual fig- 
ures at which sales were made in the Street is 
too notorious for any self-respecting man to deny. 
The only discoverable difference in the two trans- 
actions—if the Steck Exchange quotation really 
represented a sale—was that the outside bargain 
was for stock *‘ when delivered.”’ A broker, dis- 
cussing the matter, said yesterday: ‘Il was a sub- 
scriber to the construction company which was or- 
ganized te build the Fort Worth and Denver City 
Railroad. I saw the bie prices quoted on the Stock 
Exchange “ tape”’ for the stock, and of course I felt 
anxious tosell. At40I could realize a bandsome 
profit. I believed myself entitled to a certain 
amount of stock from the construction company. 
There was not a single circumstance to lead me 
to think otherwise. This was the tacit under- 
standing I had with the projectors of the con- 
struction company when I advanced them my 
money. I determined tosellatonce. Suddenly I was 
confronted with the information that the con- 
struction company was not ready yet to issue any 
stock tome. But some stock seemed to be out, 
The quotations came out from the Exchange regu- 
larly, and so, in common with other subscribers 
entitled to the stock, I put an offer of any stock in 
the market to be handed over te the purchaser 
when delivered by the construction company to 
me. 1 found that there were not very 
many people wanting to buy in this way, 
and while 40 and 42 were the quotations 
on the Stock Excnhange—real or ‘washed,’ as 
the case may have been—I could dispose of 
my claims against the construction company—rep- 
resenting, I as have always supposed, a certain 
amount of steck—at only about half the priee 
quoted inside the Exchange. Even at this figure, 
however, there was money in the transaction for 
me, aud I sold. My transactions were genuine. I 
made my sales to a prominent Stock Exchange 
firm. If Gen. Dodge insinuates that the transac- 
tions were not legitimate and above board in 
every way, he is mistaken or worse. It is easily 
enough understood how people suffered who, 
like myself, were the creditors of the 
coustruction company’ and expecting to 
receive the stock promised them, but 
who made their sales of stock without the proviso 
when delivered. Gould and his construction com- 
pany had such people inacorner. ‘They were, in 
reality, short of the stock and unable to cover. 
Everybody knows what that means, and there are 
few folks, I imagine, who are carried away with 
the idea that Jay Gould is so generous a man as to 
help anyboly out of such a box when by his usual 
squeezing processes he could pour profits into his 
own wallet.” 

The Stock List Committee of the Stock Ex- 
change, which was instructed to investigate the 
case of the Fort Worth and Denver securities, held 
a long session yesterday. No report was adopted, 
however, though it is probable that a special meet- 
ing of the Governors of the Exchange will be called 
for to-day or to-morrow to decide upon the mat- 
ters atissue. The construction company has put 
in a special plea as to its action, claiming that it, 
technically, has bad the full right to withhold the 
securities claimed by eubscribers until such time 
as a distribution might be pleasing to the company. 
The form of receipt given to subscribers, it is 
claimed, does not state in express terms that stock 
shall be distributed to the subscribers, nor mention 
any date at which return of any nature shall be 


made. 
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MAYOR DE BEVOISE'S CASE, 

Judge Gilbert, in the Queen’s County Circuit 
and Court of Oyer and Terminer, at Long Island 
City, yesterday handed down a decision as to the 
application made by ex-District Attorney Britton, 
counsel for Mayor De Bevoise, to quash the three 


indictments against the Mayor, on the ground that 
the charges were not properly specifiea in accord- 
ance with the requirements of thenew Code. As 
was expected, the decision was favorable to the 
Mayor, and set aside the three indictments as null 
and void on the grounds as set forth by the Mayor’s 
ceunsel. A member of the citizens’ committee 
which was instrumental in procuring the in- 
dictments against the Mayor said that 
the faultin the matter lay with the District Attor- 
ney’s office and not with the Grand Jury. When 
the suit of the people against Mayor De Bevoise, to 
recover $108,000 as city funds alleged to have been 
appropriated by the Mayor was called, Lawyer 
Develin, as the representative of Attorney-General 
Russell, was ready forthe plaintiffs. Mr. Britton, 
counsel for the Mayor, said that his client was 
still unprepared for trial,and asked to have the 
case again put off. Mr. Develin objected to fur- 
ther delay. Mr. Britton threatened to withdraw 
from the caseif thetrial proceeded then. The 
Judge finally decided to postpone the trial until 
the second Monday in January next. As Judge 
Gilbert retires from the Supreme Court Bonch on 
Jan. 1 he will not try tae Mayor’s case. ;

MR. BANGS AS AN OBJECTOR 


THE INQUIRY INTO THE NATIONAL 
TRUST RECEIVERSHIP. 
WILLIAM J. BEST AGAIN ON THE STAND— 

HIS COUNSEL OBJECTS TO MANY QUES- 
TIONS PUT BY MR. ECCLESINE—HOW 
RAILROAD BONDS WERE DISPOSED OF. 
Senators Kiernan, Russell, and Koch, of the 
Senate Committee on Insurance yesterday resumed 
the investigation into the National Trust Company 
Receivership. William J. Best was recalled to the 
stand. He was handed a document by his counsel, 
F. N. Bangs, and asked if he identified it as a true 
copy of the report which he issued as Examiner of 
the National Trust Company affairs. Ex-Senator 
Ecclesine, counsel to Senator Kiernan, the Chair- 
man of the committee, objected to the question on 
the ground that acopy of the original document 
was on file in court and that the proper way to in- 
troduce the evidence sought was to submit a cer- 
tified copy of the document in file in court. After 
considerable discussion the question was ruled out, 
In answer to questions by Mr. Ecclesine, the wit- 
ness testified that among the assets of the company 
at the time he was appointed Receiver were Chi- 
cago and East Illinois Railroad bonds to the 
amount of $298,000, and income bonds of the same 


road to the amount of $87,000. He sold first mort- 


gage bonds of the road at 5244 cents on the dollar, 
par value. 

Mr. Ecolesine—How about the income bonds? 
How were they disposed of? 

Mr. Best—They were distributed pro rata among 
the purchasers of the first mortgage bonds, 

Q.—And were thus practically given away? A.— 
They were distributed pro rata among the pur- 
chasers Of the first mortgage bonds, as had been 
previously agreed upon. 

Q.—Are you aware that these bonds which were 
(bus disposed of are now selling at par? A.—lam 
not. Iknow nothing about the present condition 
of those securities. 

Q.—What applications have been made !n your 
oe al for additional compensation for counsel 

eo 

Mr. Bangs—I object. Let certified copies of the 
applications be produced. 

The objection was sustained, 

Q.—Prior to your appointment as Receiver of the 
National Trust Company were you apvointed Re- 
ceiver of the Mechanics and Traders’ Sank, in the 
Bowery ? 

Mr. Bangs—The witness declines upon the ad- 
vice of his counsel to answer the question on the 
ground that the resolution of the Senate under 
which the committee is acting oifght never to 
have beer passed. 

After considerablo wrangling Mr. Ecclesine con- 
sented to drop the question. 

Mr. Ecclesine—Were you at one time the Re- 
ceiver of the German Savings Bank, of Morrisania? 

Mr. Bangs again objected, and the Chairman 
ruled out the question. 

Mr. Ecclesine to the Witress—When you were 
appointed Examiner of the National Trust Compa- 
ny’s affairs by Bank Superintendent Lamb dia you 
not takean oath not to reveal ths affairs of the 
company until after your examination had been 
completed and your report submitted ? 

Mr. Bangs—I object. The oath was in writing. 
Let a certified copy of it be produced, and let that 
speak tor itself. 

Q.—Did you indorse the management of Presi- 
dent Mangam at any time? A.—Yes, shortly before 
I was appointed Receiver of the company. 

Mr. Ecclesine totthe Witness—Were you ever 
interviewed by a reporterof the New-York 4£z- 
press at the time you were examining the National 
Trust Company's affairs by order of Bank Superin- 
tendent Lamb? 

Mr. Bangs—I object on the ground that the 
resolution of the Senate directs the committee to 
inquire into the Receivership and not into matters 
preceding it. 

Mr. Ecclesine—The question is proper, as it is 
charged that the Receivershi» was purposely 
brought about by the spreading of sensational re- 
ports in the press with regard to the company—re- 
ports caiculated to, and which did, cause arun on 
the bank. 

Mr. Banga's objection was overruled and the 
witness replied that be did not remember furnish- 
ing the interview. 

Mr. Ecclesine—I will now read a report in the 
New-York World of Deo. 16, 1877. 

Mr. Bangs--I object on the grounds that it is 
not shown that Mr. Best has any connection with 
the article. Mr. Ecclesine persisted in reading 
the article, but after another remonstrance from 
Mr. Bangs the committee declined to allow Mr. 
Ecclesine to proceed. 

Mr. Ecclesine to the Witness—Was Mr. An- 
thony Cope one of your bondsmen as Receiver? 

Mr. Bangs—I object. A certitied copy of the 
bonds will speak for itself. 

Mr. Ecclesine—Who were your bondsmen? 

Mr. Bangs—I object. A certified copy of the 
witness's bonds will speak for itself. 

Mr. Ecclesine to the Witness—I ask you to pro- 
duce your bonds. 

Mr. Bangs—And he doesn’t produce them. 

Mr. Ecclesine—Have you the bonds in your pos- 
session, Mr. Best? A.—I have not. 

Q.—Who has? A.—I don’t know. 

Q.—Were they canceled? A.—I have been 80 
informed. ; 

Q.--Did not your principal surety become bank- 
rupw? 

Mr. Bangs objected to the question as incem- 
petent, and his objection was sustained. 

Mr. Ecclesine to the Witness—Why did you, in 
January, 1878, display so much haste in selling the 
third mortgage bonds of the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road, which were among the assets of the com- 
pany, when at that time these securities were very 
much depressed in their value in the market, 
whereas there was covery likelihood that by hold- 
ing them over fora short time you could realize a 
far higher price on their sale? A.—I had been or- 
dered to realize as soon as possible ov the assets of 
the company. 1 could not possibly foretell any 
rise in values, and, consequently, I did not feel 
justified in breaking through my instructions and 
holding back the securities. 

Q.—Did vou ever inform Mr. Lowery as to what 
had been bid tor certain stocks among the assets 
of the company? A.—Yes. 

Q.—Were you ever examined with regard to the 
National Trust Keceivership before a committee of 
the Assembly? A.—No. 

Re-examined by Mr. Bangs; Did you ever tell 
President Mangam that all you cared about the 
National Trust Company was the amount of Re- 
ceivership fees you could get outofit? A.—No. 
Nor anything like it. 

Q.—In making your examination and report, 
under the direction of Mr. Lamb, as to the com- 
pany’s affairs, were you ever influenced by the 
thought that you might be appointed Recelver of 
the company’ A.—No, never. 

W. b. Shattuck was called and testified that he 
was a broker. He was a Trustee of the National 
‘Trust Company from shortly after the formation 
of the company until 1875—a period of seven years. 
He sold the company bonds of the Chicago, Dan- 
ville and Vincennes Railroad to the amount of 
$300,000. The Finance Committee of the company ad- 
vised the purchase of these bonds. The bonds were 
those of the completed road, which was then earn- 
ing more than its interest. The securities rankea 
high io the market at the time the company pur- 
chased them. He ceuld not say whether, after the 
panic of 1873, the National Trust Company made 
an advance to the Chicago, Danvilleand Vincennes 
Railroad to assist it in issuing new bonds. 

Mr. Ecclesine—If the company did so, would you 
consider the course followed a wise one? A.—I 
could not say without knowing all the circum- 
stances in the case. 

Mr. Bangs—I must object to this line of examina- 
tion. Even if the course followed by the company 
in this matter was not wise, I ask, in the language 
of the lave lamented Mr. Tweed, What is the com- 
mittee going to do about it? 

The objection was sustained, and Mr. Bangs _ be- 
gan hia cross-examination of the witness by asking: 
Did not the Chicago, Danville and Vincennes 
Railroad default on the interest of its bunds? A. 
—Yes. 

«,—What will those bonds be worth four years 
from now? A.—I am not good at answering 
conundrums. 

In answer to further questions by Mr. Bangs the 
witness was compelled to admit that while a 
Trustee of the National I’rust Company he had 
bought stocks for the institution which he had been 
commissioned by other parties to sell. He thus 
bought seeurities as the broker of the National 
‘Trust Company, and sold the same securities as the 
broker of other parties. This was the case with 
the Chicago, Danville and Vincennes bonds, He 
sold these securities to the company at 85, 

Mr. Bangs—lIs it not a fact that you, the broker of 
the National Trust Company, obtained the bonds 
from the railroad company at 7744{to 80 for the pur- 
pose of supplying the National Trust Company 
with them at 8? A.—I cannot remember anything 
about this. 

Q.—What return did you make to the railroad 
company for these bonds which you sold the com- 
pany at&t A.—I cannot remember. 

Q.—Where is the charter of the National Trust 
Company, of which you were a Trustee? Did you 
find authority to buy first mortgage railroad bonds 
to the extent of $300,000, a class of securities in 
which the company was not allowed by law to in- 
vest? 

The witness was unable to answer this question 
satisfactorily. The investigation was then ad- 
journed until to-morrow.

THE FREE CANAL MOVEMENT. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL RUSSELL’S OPINION 
UPON TAME PROPER FORM OF BALLOT. 

The Free Canal Union met yesterday, its 
President, Mr. Franklin Edson, being absent. His 
friends explained that all of his time was occupied 
in work necessary toa prosecution of his candi- 
dacy for Mayor. Very recently the discovery was 
made that grounds of doubt existed as to the proper 
form of ballot to be cast in favor of the adop- 
tion of the constitutionalamendments. Advocates 
of the movement thought they could discern the 
finger-marks of the railroad companies upon the 
form of ballot at first suggested. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Russell was at once asked for an opinion 


in the matter. He answered promptly, and his 
opinion was yesterday submitted to the Free 
Canal Union. The Attorney-General wrote: 

“Tam in receipt of your favor of this date, request- 
ing my opinion in regard to the following provisions: 
‘Can citizens provide ballots for the proposed amend- 
ments to sections 3, 5, and 6 of Article VIL. of the Con- 
stitution in accordance with the concurrent resolu- 
tions of the Legislature, and would the same be legal ? 
And, if not, then what would be the legal effect of 
voting only for the proposed amendment of section 
Zof Article VIL, as per ballot authorized by the Le« 
gislature, — thereby those prescribed by Chap- 
ter 229 of ws of 1882 ?) 

“In reply, permit me to say that section 1 of Article 
XIIL of the Constitution provides that any amend- 
mentor amendments tothe Constitution, after hav- 
ing been agreed to by the Legislature, shail be sub- 
mitted by the Legislature to the people for their ap- 
provaland ratification ‘in such manner and at such 
time as the Legislature shall prescribe; if the people 
approve and ratify such amendment or amendments 
by a majority of the electors, such amendment srall 
become part of the Constitution.’ The amendments 
as agreed to by the Legislature related to sections 3, 
6, and 6 of Article VII. of the Constitution. By a con- 
current resolution of the two houses of the 
Legislature (Laws 1882, Vol. I, page 313,) the 
Legislature in express terms submitted these einend- 
ments to the people for their action at the next cener- 
al election of this State. This resolution was passed 
Aprii 13, 188%. Had no further action been taken by 
the Leg:siature [ have no doubt that the people 
would have had the right toexpress at the polls, at 
the coming election, by a form of ballot of theirown 
choice, their approval or disapproval of the proposed 
amendments in the usual manner of voting in regard 
to such matters. But by chapter 229 of Laws of 1882, 
passed subsequently to the concurrent resolution 
of April 13, 1882, the Legislature undertook in 
more explicit terms to express the manner in 
which the people's action in regard to the proposed 
amendments should be voiced, Section 1 of the act 
provides for ballot-boxes for the reception of ballots 
in relation to the amendment proposed by the Consti- 
tution by the concurrent resolutions, and also a form 
of ballot in relation thereto. Through oversight, or 
otherwise, the form of ballot relates only to the 
amendment of section 3of Article VII., whereas the 
resolutions provided for amendments of sections 5 and 
6, as well as of section 3, Itis my judgment that the 
act ofthe Legislature (chapter 220) above referred 
to is merely director and not mandatory; 
that (it does not eprive the people of 
their right to vote vrpon the proposed amend- 
ments in regard to sections 5 and. 6 as weil 
as upon section Sof Article VII. of the Constitution, 
which the Legislature by the resolution of April 13, 
above referred to, had submirted to them for action 
at the next election, and they may, het eres wey at 
such act, select and use the form of ballot which shal 
intelligently express their approval or disapproval of 
the proposed amendments to sections 3, 5, and 6 of 
Article VIL. of the Constitution. The form of ballot 
accompanying your communication reads as folows: 
‘For the proposed amendments to sections 3, 5, and 6 
of Articie VII, of the Constitution.’ That form of 
pallot seems to me to be legal and proper, and 
should a majority of the voters of the State cast bal- 
lots of that form at the ensuing election in regard 
tothe proposed amendments, | have no doubt that 
Article VII, of the Constitution would thereby become 
amended, as proposed by the concurrent resolutions 
of the Legisiature. This answers the substance of 
your communication. In regard to the second propo- 
sition submitted by you, I beg leave tosay that should 
aform of ballot favorable to the proposed amendment, 
as prescribed by chapter 220, be adopted and cast by 
a majority of the voters it would be questionable if 
thereby sections 3, 5, and 6 of Article VII. of the,Con- 
stitution would be amended as proposed.” 

This opinion was decisive with the Free Canal 
Union, and it was voted to print and distribute 
2,000,000 ballots of the form deciared proper by 
the Attorney-General. Ballots of the other form 
to the number of many thousands had already been 
ordered from printing-offices in the interior of tne 
State, and it was resolved that the orders given 
should be recalled. If any of the ballots had been 
printed, it was decided that they should be de- 
stroyed, inasmuch as their use would imperil the 
cause, and give atriumph tothe railroad compa- 
nies, who, it is believed, have been placing 
their hopes on a blunder in the form of 
ballots used by the advovates of freeing the canals, 
rather than by active work among the voters 
against the amendments. The terse circular re- 
eently issued by the union, entitled ‘* Reasons 
Why,” and summarizing in afew brief sentences 
the benefits certain to aecrue cothe people from 
free canals, has been circulated widely. Over 100.- 
000 copies of the little cirenlar have been issued, 
and another 100,000 was ordered yesterday. 
These are all to be printed in English. A 
large number in German are also to be 
printed and distributed. It was resolved 
to ask the public for further financial support. A 
series of mass meetings under the auspices of free 
canal clubs of the various commercial organiza- 
tions of the City was favored. Such a meeting 
will be held at the Produce Exchenge to-day. On 
the evening of Nov. 1 it is proposed to have a pub- 
lic demonstration in one of the big halls of the City. 
Ex-Goy. Seymour has been invited to preside, and 
William M. Evarts, Richard O'Gorman, and Stew- 
art L. Woodford have been asked to speak in ad- 
vocacy of the cause. 
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BAPTIST PASTORS ON MIRACLES.

SOME SUGGESTIVE STORIES ABOUT CURES BY 
PRAYER AND FAITH. 


The Rev. Dr. G. W. Sampson read a paper 
on miracles and cures by faith at the meeting of 
the Baptist Pastors in Murray-street yesterday, in 
which the conelusion was reached that modern 
miracles were restricted to the laws of nature, but 
that cures were inspired by faith. He told a story 
of a woman who was treated by Dr. Hammond. 
The woman believed she could be cured by the ap- 
plication of Lourdes water. Dr. Hammond told 
her he wouid apply Croton, and if that did not help 
her he would apply Lourdes. He applied Lourdes, 
but she, supposing it to be Croton, refused to be 
cured. Dr. Hammond then tried Croton, and the 
woman, believing it to be Lourdes, was healed. 
The Rev. Dr. Charles Rhodes said God was 


as capable of working miracles at this 
time as in. scriptural times, but He was 
always chary of them. He related the 
wonders performed by a certain physician who 
once visited New-York. The doctor went into the 
room of a bedridden woman and baae her rise and 
walk. Shedidso. The Rev. Dr. D. C. Potter, the 
Moderator, said he knew of a wonderful case. 
Instead of some one ordering the woman out of 
the house fire was applied end the effect was the 
same. The Rey. J. G. Shrive, of Yonkers, told of 
a young woman in that city whose sight was re- 
stored after putting drops of oil on her 
eyes and praying, The Rev. Dr. Thomas 
said miracles were not confined to marvels 
in healing. A young woman who believed in faith 
hired a house in Brooklyn at $450 a year, but she 
had no money to paytherent. Dr. Thomas saw 
that the fir-t month’s rent was paid, and the young 
woman tried to induce the agent to have faith for 
the remainder of his pay. A young woman in New- 
Havon was cured by a doctor in Boston. Dr. 
Thomas questioned her rather sharply and her re- 
ply made him a little eautious. She said the great- 
est obstacle to her cure by faith was the ministers. 
Dr. Sampson spoke of a woman ill with typhoid 
fever who was not expected tolive. Prayers were 
sent up for her and she recovered. The Rey. Wil- 
liam Jackson, a colored preacher of Newark, said 
he fully concurred with Dr. Sampson. He had 
something very important to say. He was tryin 
to freea church. He went to a brother and askec 
him for help. The brother told him to come again. 
Brother Jackson asked the brethren to pray that 
the man might open his pocket, and he promised 
to tell them all about it at the next meeting. Dr. 
Kerfoot, of Baltimore, told of a siek brother who 
was prayed for and the remark of a persen who 
suggested that it was no wonder he got well when 
six doctors guit going to see him.

DEDICATION OF A PRESBYTERIAN

The new Westminster Presbyterian Church 
at Yonkers, was dedicated for divine service iast 
evening.
